You could 
be infected 
with drug- 
resistant HIV

This is another report from the 
Geneva World AIDS Conference. 

P eople in San Francisco are 
being infected with HIV that 
is resistant to currently avail¬ 
able drug therapies, according to re¬ 
search presented at the 12th World 
AIDS Conference in Geneva last 
month. University of California, San 
Francisco (UCSF) doctors document¬ 
ed a case in which a man was infected 
with a strain of HIV that didn’t re¬ 
spond to combination drug therapy. 
When the infected man’s HIV was an¬ 
alyzed, it was shown to be resistant to 
all anti-HIV drugs, including all avail¬ 
able protease inhibitors. 

For many people this came as 
shocking news. Even for gay men who 
live in ground-zero HIV cities like San 
Francisco, the news has been greeted 
with surprise or with denial. But re¬ 
searchers have long known that it was 
possible to transmit HIV that is resis¬ 
tant to AZT. It was only a matter of 
time before protease inhibitor-resis¬ 
tant HIV was documented. And they 
suspect that, as more and more peo¬ 
ple take anti-HIV drugs and fail the 
drugs, the pool of multi-drug resis¬ 
tant virus will grow. This means the

after Louie filed a Chapter 7 petition to avoid 
having to pay Robinson monetary damages. 

“One who intentionally causes a sexually 
offensive contact is liable for a sexual battery,” 
wrote Montali in his August 3 ruling. “The 
act of sexual intercourse clearly constitutes 
intentional sexual contact. If the sexual con¬ 
tact is not consented to, it is also offensive.” 

While Robinson consented to having un¬ 
protected sex with Louie (always as the in- 
sertive partner), he did not consent to expo¬ 
sure to HIV. He maintained, and the court 
concurred, that Louie concealed his HIV sta¬ 
tus from Robinson. Only when Robinson 
discovered a bottle of AZT hidden in a clos¬ 
et in the home the couple shared did he learn 
that Louie was positive. ■ • - v t * •

A San Francisco man who sued the 
man he calls his ex-husband for 
sexual battery, charging that he 
was unknowingly exposed to but 
not infected by HIV, has been awarded 
$25,000 in damages plus court costs, “for the 
pain and suffering he experienced during the 
six-month period after exposure and before 
conclusive testing.” 

Citing California law that makes it a duty 
to disclose one’s sexually transmitted dis¬ 
eases, including HIV infection, prior to sex¬ 
ual activity, United States Bankruptcy Judge 
Dennis Montali ruled that plaintiff Mychael 
Robinson was entitled to the monetary 
award from defendant Alan Louie because 
Louie had failed to disclose his HIV-positive 
status before the two engaged repeatedly in 
unprotected anal intercourse. 

The adversary proceeding, which started 
out in a San Francisco'superior court in Oc¬ 
tober 1996, ended up in bankruptcy court 


Fire guts gay commish’s 
popular SOMA restaurant

A three-alarm fire destroyed the 
Eleven Restaurant and Bar, one of 
the South of Market district’s better 
known eateries, last Sunday, August 16, Fire 
department officials estimate $1.6 million in 
damage to the premises at 378 11 th street and 
its contents, owned by openly gay San Fran¬ 
cisco Police Commissioner Edward Petrillo. 

Arson investigators with the San Francis¬ 
co Fire Department said they are looking at 
the fire “as being intentionally set,” accord¬ 
ing to Lieutenant Ed Campbell, department 
spokesman. 

“Witnesses saw a debris box burning 
right next to the building,” Campbell told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “There was major dam¬ 
age to the restaurant.” The fire started in a 
debris box or dumpster around 9 p.m. and 
quickly went to three alarms. Eleven is not. 
open on Sundays, and there were no injuries

Court hears case of Canadian 
lesbian bashed on Muni

T wo teenagers must stand trial for the 
assault of a 30-year-old Micmac Indi¬ 
an lesbian, visiting from Canada, that 
took place on a 30 Stockton Muni bus the af¬ 
ternoon of December 12,1997 a judge ruled 
Friday, August 14. 

The defendants, Lamarr D. McCoy, and 


Trinette M. Pinson, both 19 years old at the 
time of the incident, will stand trial on felony 
and misdemeanor charges respectively for 
their alleged involvement in the attack that 
left Rosanne Ellen Gervais with bruises, con¬ 
tusions, a bloody face, an eye injury, and on¬ 
going severe headaches and other injuries, 
both physical and emotional. 

The preliminary hearing, eight months 
after the assault, and the process leading up 


to it - including two continuances of the 
hearing - caused Gervais to “feel like a vic¬ 
tim all over again.” 

Gervais, visiting her lover, has been stay¬ 
ing in shelters in San Francisco waiting for 
the trial, lost her apartment and job back in 
Canada, and has been seeing a therapist for 
depression since the attack. 

“This has had a terrible effect on us,” said

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SF, ATA talks collapse 
over partners law

l®|li alks between San Francisco 
£ officials and airlines over 
implementation of the city’s 
landmark equal benefits ordinance 
broke down late Tuesday, August 
18, setting the stage for United Air¬ 
lines to file suit on its own to fight 
the law. At issue are contracts be¬ 
tween the city and airlines - no¬ 
tably United - involving San Fran¬ 
cisco International Airport. 

In April, U.S. District Court 
Judge Claudia Wilken upheld the 
city’s law requiring companies 
doing business with the city to 
offer benefits to domestic part¬ 
ners of employees if those bene¬ 
fits are offered to spouses. 
Wilken’s decision ruled that in 
most circumstances the city can

MjjM he American Psychological 
Association (APA) took up 
11 the issue of same-sex part¬ 
ner benefits during the organiza¬ 
tion’s annual meeting in San 
Francisco last week. 

The policy setting council of 
the APA, the Council of Represen¬ 
tatives, said Sunday, August 16 
there is no difference between 
same-sex and different-sex cou¬ 
ples in judgment, stability, or

Both the City Attorney’s office 
and the ATA issued a joint state¬ 
ment Tuesday after talks col¬ 
lapsed. “The parties have come to 
better understand each other’s 
position by participating in this 
process. However, they have not 
been able to reach a resolution of 
the case,” the statement read. “All 


work capabilities, nor is there a 
difference between children raised 
in those households.

The ALDC PAC has recom¬ 
mended an early endorsement for 
the mayor. For the supervisors 
races, the group has recommend¬ 
ed backing Supervisors Mark 
Leno and Gavin Newsom, as well 
as openly gay Latino Victor Mar¬ 
quez, a member of the city’s De¬ 
mocratic Central Committee 
who’s tossed his hat in the ring for 


supervisor, Lira said. 

Lira said that any interested 
people are welcome to attend the 
meeting and brunch party as well 
as to join the club. The event will 
be held at 9 Southern Heights, in 
the Potrero Hill District. Dr. Car- 
lota del Portillo, president of the 
San Francisco Board of Educa¬ 
tion, will be the guest speaker. T

Poll: Most support gay rights laws

P ollster Humphrey Taylor 
says the Christian Coalition 
and the right wing of the 
Republican Party may believe that 
taking a firm stand against homo¬ 
sexuality is good politics, but a 
new Harris poll results show oth¬ 
erwise. 

The poll finds 41 percent pre¬ 
fer Democratic policies on gay 
rights and sexual orientation, 
compared to 23 percent who favor 
Republican policies. 

The poll, released Wednesday, 
August 19, finds a modest major¬ 
ity of American adults - 52 per¬ 
cent - favor laws that make it ille¬ 
gal to discriminate against gays, 
while 41 percent oppose such 


laws. 

Just more than a third of the 
623 adults surveyed say they have 
close friends or relatives who are 
gay. Surprisingly, those who have 
gay friends or relatives are no 
more likely to support anti-dis¬ 
crimination laws than those who 
do not. 

The poll finds support for gay 
rights and anti-discrimination 
laws stands at 65 percent among 
liberals, 54 percent among mod¬ 
erates, and 42 percent among con¬ 
servatives. 

Such support is only marginal¬ 
ly stronger among Democrats 
than among Republicans, at 52 
percent to 50 percent. 

Fifty-six percent of the women 
polled support anti-discrimina¬ 
tion laws, compared to 48 percent 


of men. Sixty-two percent of 
those from the Midwest, 58 per¬ 
cent from the East, and 43 percent 
from the South support such laws. 

Support for anti-discrimina¬ 
tion laws is highly correlated with 
the education of those polled, ris¬ 
ing from 34 percent of those who 
never graduated from high school 
to 62 percent of those with a col¬ 
lege degree. 

Taylor says the results show 
that if everyone in the country felt 
strongly about the issue, it would 
tend to help Democrats and hurt 
Republicans. 

However, the pollster says that 
for most people, it is not a top-tier 
issue and probably has little im¬ 
pact except among voters who are 
gay, or those who really hate ho¬ 
mosexuals. ▼ 
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Gay men named 
to city commissions 

New members for HRC, film and video arts

T wo openly gay men were 
among some 37 new and re¬ 
turning commissioners 
sworn in by Mayor Willie Brown 
during a ceremony Friday, August 
14 at City Hall. The new gay com¬ 
missioner is Stephen }. Herman, 
who was named to the Human 
Rights Commission (HRC), while 
William E. Villa was moved from 
the Arts Commission to the Film 
and Video Arts Commission. 

“Accepting a role of commis¬ 
sioner is more than a wonderful 
title,” Brown told a packed room 
of friends and family members of 
the numerous commissioners. 
“You are no longer a civilian, you 
are now in a position where 
everybody is entitled to be heard 
and to be heard objectively.” 

Herman, director of adminis¬ 
trative services for City College of 
San Francisco, has been involved 
in minority coalition activities for 
years. In the early 1970s he taught 
a highly successful poetry work¬ 
shop at City College. In the work¬ 
shop, which was offered for more 
than 10 years, he explored many 
themes of diversity with his stu¬ 
dents, including lesbian and gay 
themes of some of the greatest 
American poets. 

In the early 1980s, Herman 
worked closely with Dr. Tim Wol- 
fred in founding the Gay and Les¬ 
bian Educational Services Com¬ 
mittee (GLESC) and co-chaired 
the organization in its formative 
years. He was part of the group 
that developed the community 
college district’s current non-dis¬ 
crimination language and worked 
closely with Wolfred and other 
GLESC members in assuring 
funding for the Castro/Valencia 
Center and a full time AIDS coor¬ 
dinator for the college district. 

“I want to work closely with 
my fellow commissioners in order 
to celebrate and protect the city’s 
diversity, insure compliance with 
city ordinances protecting equal 
benefits, and provide a fair back¬ 
drop for hearing issues and rec¬ 
ommending solutions to issues 
that come before the commis¬ 
sion,” said Herman. 

Herman becomes the second 
openly gay person on the HRC; 
longtime lesbian activist Martha 
Knutzen is also on the body. The 
HRC is responsible for overseeing 
the city’s landmark equal benefits 
ordinance as well as investigating 
reported incidents of discrimina¬ 
tion and other matters. 

Previous community work 


done by Herman in the 1980s and 
1990s includes stints on the advi¬ 
sory boards of the former Opera¬ 
tion Concern, where he was 
membership chair, and the AIDS 
Health Project, where he was vice 
president and president. 

Herman lives with his partner 
of 28 years, Michael Lipp. He has 
a range of supervisory adminis¬ 
trative experiences and is a mem¬ 
ber of various local gay and les¬ 
bian Democratic clubs. 

From arts to film 

Villa, a small businessman in 
the real estate profession, said he’s 
looking forward to moving to the 
Film and Video Arts Commission, 
which deals with promoting the 
city to movie, commercial, and 
other production companies. 
Villa said the body “tries to 
smooth the path,” in bringing 
production companies into San 
Francisco. 

“I think commissions are set 
up to listen to the public,” Villa 
told the Bay Area Reporter , adding 
that he’s seen his share of heated 
debates when he served on the 
Arts Commission. Public art pro¬ 
posals such as the giant foot 
downtown and the peace symbol 
in Golden Gate Park sparked con¬ 


troversy and led to packed com¬ 
mission meetings, Villa recalled. 

There’s a lot to be worked out 
when production firms come to 
town. For example, the city’s 
street artists go through a lottery 
to see where they can set up their 
tables every day. If the spot they’ve 
been assigned is used by a film 
company, the artists are “blown 
out of the water,” for that day and 
are paid a disruption fee by the 
company, Villa explained. 

Currently, Villa said the city is 
featured in several television com¬ 
mercials, including one for Visa 
that shows Michael Tilson 
Thomas, musical director of the 
San Francisco Symphony. 

Villa is no stranger to public 
service. Former Mayor Art Agnos 
appointed him to the rent board, 
where he served for over four 
years; Brown named him to the 
Arts Commission about a year 
and a half ago before making the 
change last week. 

In the 1980s, Villa was a televi¬ 
sion production specialist and 
consulted to the U.S. Department 
of Housing and Urban Develop¬ 
ment. His experience includes 
corporate management, business 
and public relations, and cus¬ 
tomer relations. T

Pre-registra¬ 
tion is required, and new mem¬ 
bers will not be accepted once ses¬ 
sions begin.

UCSF has new 
LGBT resource center

T he University of California, 
San Francisco (UCSF) has 
joined the ranks of over 50 
institutions of higher education 
that have established resource cen¬ 
ters and programs for their les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and transgen¬ 
der (LGBT) students, faculty, and 
staff. The UCSF center has been in 
operation since mid-June, with 
the arrival of its first coordinator, 
Michael Scarce, who is openly gay. 

A survey completed over a year 
ago by the Chancellor’s Commit¬ 
tee on Diversity indicated that the 
climate of homophobia at UCSF 
was significant enough to warrant 
closer attention. A result of that 
finding was the establishment of 
LGBT Resources, as it’s called, on 
campus, to which former Chancel¬ 
lor Haile Debas gave the go-ahead 
in January. Scarce, who was hired 
earlier this year, comes to UCSF 
from Ohio State University, where 
he was coordinator of its Rape Ed¬ 
ucation and Prevention Program. 

“I’m getting settled in and it’s 
a little different here, we’re all 
graduate and health-science fo¬ 
cused,” Scarce told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 


The role of the LGBT coordi¬ 
nator was envisioned as a liaison, 
advisor, and educator position, to 
teach people “about the effects of 
their behavior, the consequences 
of homophobia, and how these 
affect employment and academic 
environments,” said Amy Levine, 
director of UCSF’s Women’s Re¬ 
source Center. “There are several 
existing LGBT organizations on 
campus doing really positive work 
and this position is not meant to 
take over any work that’s been 
done, but to build on it and coor¬ 
dinate those efforts,” Levine said. 

LGBT Resources is part of a re¬ 
structuring of the Women’s Re¬ 
source Center, which will official¬ 
ly become the Center for Gender 
Equity on September 1. 

Scarce is in the midst of plan¬ 
ning the resource center’s first 
steps while developing a resource 
library and making contacts 
throughout the community. He 
plans to organize programming 
that will help foster a more wel¬ 
coming environment for stu¬ 
dents, faculty, and staff. 

“Slowly, institutions of higher 
education have realized that cam¬ 
puses have not been a very hos¬ 
pitable climate for LGBT faculty, 
staff, and students. If only for the 


sake of basic retention, we need to 
do more,” Scarce said. He views 
the center’s importance in terms 
of fulfilling UCSF’s academic mis¬ 
sion and creating an equitable cli¬ 
mate for the entire UCSF com¬ 
munity. “As an all-health sciences 
campus, it is also especially rele¬ 
vant to a community of health 
care professionals. We need to 
better prepare out students, ser¬ 
vice providers, and researchers for 
working with LGBT people and 
issues,” he added. 

Scarce is the author of two 
books, Male on Male Rape: The 
Hidden Toll of Stigma and Shame, 
and the forthcoming Smearing the 
Queer: Science and Gay Male Sex¬ 
ual Health. 

UCSF is not the first UC cam- 
pus to have a LGBT resources pro¬ 
gram - in fact, Santa Cruz, River¬ 
side, Los Angeles, Irvine, and 
Davis all have centers - however, 
not all are staffed by paid profes¬ 
sionals. ▼

SFPD arrests 
homeless man in 
death of gay man

an Francisco police are 
I holding a 37-year-old 
^ homeless man on murder, 
robbery, and burglary charges, 
implicated in the death of a gay 
man that he reportedly accom¬ 
panied home, possibly for sex. 

Officers discovered Donald 
Ray Morrison, 66, dead in his flat 
at 583 Grove Street about 4:45 
p.m. on Tuesday, August 11. 
They had responded to a 911 call 
from a homeless man who re¬ 
ported that when he had stopped 
by to visit Morrison and 
knocked on the door, he heard 
the victim calling for help and 
the voice of an unfamiliar person 
telling him to leave. 

Morrison, who had just re¬ 
turned from a vacation in San 
Diego at 7 a.m. that morning, 
was found with his hands and 
feet bound by electrical wire, ac¬ 


cording to San Francisco Police 
Department Inspector 

Napoleon Hendrix. His pockets 
were turned inside out, but there 
were no visible marks on the 
body, 

According to police sources, 
the victim’s roommate reported 
that Morrison had an interest in 
bringing homeless men home 
for sexual relations. 

A witness working in the 
alley behind the home saw the 
suspect, Edwin Valencia, leaving 
the flat through a window. Offi¬ 
cers arrested Valencia in the alley 
with a duffel bag containing 
cash and personal belongings. 

The cause of death is under 
investigation, but Morrison was 
reportedly in bad health and 
may have succumbed to a heart 
attack as a result of the incident, 
according to Hendrix. Valencia 
is scheduled to appear for an in¬ 
struction and arraignment hear¬ 
ing on Monday, August 31. ▼

Tom Ammiano on Monday, 

'/ August 17 urged the San 
Francisco Newspaper Agency, fis¬ 
cal agent of the San Francisco 
Chronicle and the San Francisco 
Examiner , to donate $35,000 to 
the Gay and Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation (GLAAD). 
The money is the amount a coali¬ 
tion of 18 Christian groups paid 
to place a full-page ad promoting 
a “cure” for homosexuality in the 
Sunday, August 16 Examiner. 

The openly gay Ammiano 
maintained that the ad’s blatant 
misinformation, rather than cen¬ 
sorship, was what prompted him 
to introduce a resolution calling 
for the donation to GLAAD. 
“Free speech does not justify 
publishing - for profit - inflam¬ 
matory views that are racist, sex¬ 
ist, homophobic, or otherwise of¬ 
fensive to a segment of the popu¬ 
lation,” Ammiano’s resolution 
stated. . 

The full Board of Supervisors 
is expected to vote on the resolu¬ 
tion this Monday, August 24. 

The ad that ran last Sunday 
was similar to a series of ads that 
a group of right wing Christian 
organizations has been running 
in newspapers across the country 
in recent weeks. The San Francis¬ 
co ad pictured numerous people 
identified as being “ex-gays.” 

Ammiano told the Bay Area 
Reporter that he’s a defender of 
free speech and does not believe 
in censorship. “It is an ad that’s 
definitely putting out misinfor¬ 
mation,” he said. “If the Human 
Rights Campaign put out an ad 
that said gay people are normal, 


that’s correct, to me, that’s not 
incorrect.” 

The board’s other two gay su¬ 
pervisors, Mark Leno and Leslie 
Katz, supported Ammiano’s res¬ 
olution 

Although the Chronicle reject¬ 
ed the ad, the Examiner pub¬ 
lished it, but ran an editorial in 
the same edition that seriously 
questioned many of the ad’s 
statements. In the paper’s opin¬ 
ion, the ad “represents a perver¬ 
sion of Christian ideals,” read 
part of the editorial. 

Jim Sevrens, general manager 
of the Examiner, said, “We 
proudly support many organiza¬ 
tions and community groups 
which comprise the diverse Bay 
Area through financial grants 
and sponsorships. Over the years, 
these have included summer 
camps for at-risk kids, art pro¬ 
grams for homeless children, and 
numerous AIDS organizations - 
Project Open Hand, Until 
There’s a Cure Day, Under One 
Roof, and the San Francisco 
AIDS Emergency Fund. We will 
continue to serve our communi¬ 
ty in these ways.” 

Ammiano said that as a fol¬ 
low-up gesture to their editorial, 
the Examiner should donate the 
money to GLAAD because the 
organization combats defama¬ 
tion. “Several right wing Christ¬ 
ian organizations have begun a 
national ad campaign proclaim¬ 
ing that homosexuality can be 
‘cured’ and suggesting that sexu¬ 
ally transmitted diseases are a 
punishment from God,” the reso¬ 
lution stated. “Locally, GLAAD 
has spearheaded efforts to com¬ 
bat hate crimes and intolerance 
that are often spurred by such 
rhetoric.” ▼ 
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L ast Sunday’s San Francisco Examiner 
contained an advertisement suggesting 
homosexuality is a human defect to be 
cured. The ad, part of a series that popped 
up elsewhere in America over the last 
month, may have served two purposes for 
the religious right groups that placed them: 
parting some foolish gays and lesbians from 
their money, which gets funneled into the 
pockets of “ex-gay” group leaders; and ex¬ 
posing our community to scrutiny at a time 
when we may be least ready for it because we 
are angry and hostile. 

As the religious right launched the ad 
campaign, it simultaneously revved up a 
verbal smear campaign accusing gays and 
lesbians of being “intolerant of Christian” 
views (meaning some very narrowly-de¬ 
fined version of evangelism) or anyone out¬ 
side some mythical gay orthodoxy. 

The community’s response to the Exam¬ 
iner ad may make it seem as if the right is 
right. 

We’ve heard some San Francisco gays and 
lesbians denouncing the paper as if the ad 
were an editorial written by its staffers - Su¬ 
pervisor Tom Ammiano has even introduced 
a measure to punish the paper economically 
for its acceptance. That’s exactly the intoler¬ 
ance the right wing was hoping for. 

Yes, everyone has a right to be angry that 
so much homophobic stupidity is out there, 
but no, nobody has the right to turn the Ex¬ 
aminer into Our Censor. In fact, everyone 
should resist that possibility since any paper 
allowed to refuse an anti-gay ad today can 
refuse a pro-gay ad tomorrow - as, in fact, 
most routinely did until fairly recently. 
Considering how many gay activists worked 
to get the process opened, it would be terri¬ 
ble if other gay activists closed it. 

The gang that put the ad in our back 
yard obviously did it to provoke a riot. We 


hope cool heads prevail, and that the right 
wing is disappointed by the lack of reac¬ 
tion - and that the costly ad wound 
up gaining them absolutely noth¬ 
ing. 

That doesn’t mean anyone , 
has to be passive if they’re feel¬ 
ing enraged by the ads. As they 
should. The best use for that anger 
is to follow through on what the ad 
called for: a national dialogue on ho¬ 
mosexuality. Let’s get to it. If 
you haven’t come out by now, 
do so. Call someone who 
doesn’t know about your sex¬ 
uality, and make it clear that every time the 
far right makes gay and lesbian people into 


the enemy, you’re one of those people. Tell 
your great-aunt or your shop teacher from 
junior high school or your best friend from 
third grade that you’re perfectly fine, 
thanks, and you don’t need to be 
cured of homosexuality. Or if you 
think that’s unseemly, call the people 
who need to hear it most. Exodus In¬ 
ternational, the “cure” group, can be 
reached at (888) 264-0877, where 
^ we’re sure they’d love to hear how 
wrong they are. 

Be gentle with them, 
though, and tolerant: put 
yourself in their shoes and 
think about how unhappy they must be as 
they live their lies. T

T he Bay Area Reporters celebratory 
“No Obits” cover story on August 13 
begs a much more troubling question 
that is on everyone’s mind - how, after two 
decades of the infectious-AIDS scare, can 
reported cases and deaths be dropping so 
dramatically? 

The B.A.R., San Francisco Department 
of Public Health, and AIDS service organi¬ 
zations seem content to simply attribute the 
national decline in reported AIDS cases and 
deaths to new experimental drug regimens. 
That explanation, however, is inadequate 
and misleading for the following reasons: 
(1) AIDS cases and deaths have been de¬ 
clining for years; (2) there has been no ex¬ 
plosion of HIV infection in the United 
States; and (3) combination therapy with 
protease inhibitors was introduced too late 
and has failed too many patients to account 
for the AIDS drop. 

The first truth is that AIDS has been van¬ 
ishing for years. According to the Center for 
Disease Control and Prevention (CDC) 
HIV/AIDS Surveillance Report (Vol. 9, No. 
2), AIDS cases and deaths for all ethnic 
groups, sexes, sexual orientations, and ages 
peaked between 1993 and 1995 and have 
since continued to steadily fall. 

More importantly, the actual number 
(not misleading percentage ratios) of U.S. 
AIDS cases in all groups has been phenom¬ 
enally low for a country with a population 
of 260 million people. For example, the fol¬ 
lowing AIDS cases were reported to the 
CDC for 1997: 

• 26,783 African-Americans (down from 
31,515 in 1993) 

• 13,105 adult/adolescent women (down 
from 14,309 in 1993) 

• 12,356 Hispanics (down from 15,749 in 
1993) 

• 8,112 heterosexuals (down from 8,585 
in 1994) 

• 2,234 young men and women aged 13 
to 24 (down from 3,472 in 1992) 

• 445 Asians (down from 636 in 1993) 

• 204 Native-Americans (down from 241 


in 1993) 

Without trivializing the lives lost, these 
numbers aren’t even blips on the radar 
screen of what America should be experi¬ 
encing from infectious-AIDS especially 
when compared to heart disease, cancer, 
and past medical crises like the bubonic 
plague or the flu epidemic of 1918. Which 
brings us to the second truth: HIV has not 
behaved like any other sexually transmissi¬ 
ble contagious virus. 

Twelve years ago Newsweek warned that 
“by 1991 HIV, in all probability, will have 
spread to between 5 million and 10 
million Americans” (AIDS: Grim 
Prospects, Newsweek, November 10, 

1986.) That never happened. In fact, 
since that article appeared the CDC 
has continuously revised down¬ 
ward its estimate of the HIV-infect¬ 
ed from 1.5 to 2 million 
Americans in the mid- 
1980s to a current low of 
400,000 to 600,000. 

Closer to home, a re¬ 
cent study co-authored by Health Director 
Dr. Mitch Katz showed that new HIV infec¬ 
tions of San Francisco gay men inexplicably 
peaked at 7,600 back in 1982 - years before 
the initiation of any safe-sex campaigns. The 
study also revealed that since 1987, San Fran¬ 
cisco has maintained a mysteriously steady 
rate of 500 new HIV infections per year de¬ 
spite increases in other sexually transmitted 
diseases. As the authors pointed out, this in¬ 
formation is critical because “our analysis 
shows that San Francisco would have experi¬ 
enced a significant decline in AIDS cases due 
to the decrease in HIV seroconversions, even 
if combination antiretroviral therapy had 
not been developed.” (Projected incidence of 
AIDS in San Francisco: the peak and decline 
of an epidemic, Journal of AIDS and Human 
Retrovirology, November 1997; Vol. 16, No. 
3:182-189) 

Clearly, the fact that the spread of HIV 
stalled almost two decades ago is proof that 
we have never been in the grip of an ex¬ 
ploding viral “epidemic.” 

The final truth is that any attempt to ex¬ 
plain away the decline in AIDS deaths as 


something attributable to combination 
therapy with protease inhibitors is anachro¬ 
nistic and contrary to what we know about 
these drugs. 

Protease inhibitors hit the market in 
1996 - three years after the AIDS drop 
began. An estimated 60,000 to 100,000 in¬ 
dividuals started taking them. Medical stud¬ 
ies confirmed that from the very start these 
drugs didn’t work in about half of those 
people. Impossible dosing schedules caused 
compliance failures in a large percentage of 
the remaining patient population, many of 
whom then decided to quit therapy. Wicked 
side effects disfigured and damaged a ma¬ 
jority of the compliant patients who, 
^ like the ones that couldn’t handle 
the dosing schedule, also decid¬ 
ed to give up on the pills. This is 
real-world protease. Yet, the 
media, DPH, and AIDS or¬ 
ganizations now irra¬ 
tionally proclaim that 
protease inhibitors are 
somehow responsible for 
the reduction in AIDS deaths despite very 
few people properly taking them or experi¬ 
encing clinical benefit and contrary to the 
aforementioned study that specifically 
warned against doing so. It’s obvious by 
talking to queers on the street that the pro¬ 
tease scam is not resolving AIDS. 

The time has come for the gay commu¬ 
nity to face the hard truths of what has been 
so plainly evident since 1993: AIDS is col¬ 
lapsing because HIV doesn’t cause it. Im¬ 
mune system activation as detected by an 
antibody test is not an infectious death sen¬ 
tence. People are living healthy lives because 
they stopped - or never started - taking 
anti-HIV drugs. And the “AIDS” deaths we 
have endured for so long were caused by ag¬ 
gressive and unnecessary medical interven¬ 
tion dictated by scientifically-bankrupt HIV 
hysteria. 

Unfortunately, this painful reality is no 
cause for celebration. ▼

But 
through CUAV - as Brian Wilmes’s murder; CUAV 
counsel McCutchen, Doyle’s threats against Funda- 
cion Mesoamerica; and the slander and defamation 
of CUAV Advocate Anna Davies all demonstrate - ju¬ 
dicial assault against the Hispanic community is an 
activity at which that organization out does itself. 

This saddens - but also galvanizes. As a Hispanic 
man I will fight to defend the rights of Hispanics.

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Prepare to be 
propositioned

I n addition to the Gray Davis- 
Dan Lungren gubernatorial 
contest, the Barbara Boxer- 

Matt Fong battle for a U.S. Sen¬ 
ate seat, a long list of statewide 
constitutional contests, congres¬ 
sional races, state legislative con¬ 
tests, county and local races, there 
are no less than 10 statewide ballot 
measures to be decided on the No¬ 
vember 3 ballot. The proposition 
numbers revert to the number 1 
this year, due to legislation requir¬ 
ing a 10-year cycle for numbering. 

These are the 10 propositions 
that will appear on the ballot in 
November: 

Prop. 1 (Property 
Taxation) - Would di¬ 
rect the Legislature to 
provide that the base- 
year value of a qualified 
contaminated proper¬ 
ty be transferred to a 
replacement property 
of equal or 
lesser value 
that is located 
within the 
same, or in some circumstance a 
different, county and is acquired 
or constructed within a specified 
time period as a replacement for 
the contaminated property. 

Prop. 2 (Transportation 
Funding) - Would authorize the 
loan of specified revenues gener¬ 
ated from motor vehicle use fees 
and taxes to the General Fund 
only if a condition is imposed re¬ 
quiring that repayment of any 
loan be made in full to the fund 
from which it was borrowed, 
under very specific guidelines. 

Prop. 3 (Presidential Pri¬ 
mary Elections) - Would enact 
the Save the Presidential Primary 
Act and amend provisions of the 
Open Primary Act to revise bal¬ 
loting for direct presidential pri¬ 
mary elections; it would call for a 
special statewide election be con¬ 
solidated with the November 3 
general election to submit before 
the amended provisions of the 
Open Primary Act. 

Prop. 4 (Trapping Prac¬ 
tices) - Would prohibit trapping 
mammals classified as fur-bearing 
or non-game with body-gripping 
traps for recreation or commerce 
in fur; it would provide for mis¬ 
demeanor penalties. 

Prop. 5 (Tribal-State Gam¬ 
ing Compacts) - Would permit 
gambling devices and lotteries at 
tribal casinos and amend Califor¬ 
nia law to allow slot machines and 
banked card games at tribal casi¬ 
nos; it would provide a mandato-' 
ry compact between the state and 
Indian tribes. 

Prop. 6 (Ban on Slaughter 
of Horses and Sale of Horse- 
meat for Human Consumption) 

-Would prohibit any person from 
possessing, transferring, receiving' 
or holding horse, pony, burro or 
mule with intent to kill or have it 
killed for human consumption; it 
would make the sale of horsemeat 
for human consumption a misde¬ 
meanor with subsequent viola¬ 
tions punishable as felonies. 

Prop. 7 (Air Quality Im¬ 
provements; Tax Credits) - 
Would authorize the State Air Re¬ 
sources Board and delegated air 
pollution districts to award $218 
million in state tax credits annual¬ 
ly until the year 2011, to encourage 
air-emissions reduction through 
acquisition, conversion, retro¬ 


fitting and research and develop¬ 
ment of vehicles and equipment. 

Prop. 8 (Public Schools; 
Permanent Class Size Reduc¬ 
tion; Parent-Teacher Council) 
- Would create a fund to reduce 
class size from kindergarten 
through third grade. Eligibility for 
the funds would require the es¬ 
tablishment of a site governing 
council of parents and teachers 
for each school; teachers would be 
required to pass examination to 
receive credentials and assign¬ 
ments to teach particular subjects. 

Prop. 9 (Electric Utilities, 
Assessments, Bonds) - Would 
prohibit assessing a utility tax, 
bond payments or surcharges to 
pay for the costs of nuclear 
power plans and relat¬ 
ed assets; it could pro¬ 
vide up to 20 percent 
electricity rate reduc¬ 
tion for residential 
and small commer¬ 
cial customers of in¬ 
vestor by January 
1,1999. 

Prop 10 
(Early Child¬ 
hood Devel¬ 
opment Programs; Additional 
Tobacco Surtax) -Wouldcreate 
a state commission to provide in¬ 
formation and materials for es¬ 
tablishing comprehensive early 
childhood development and 
smoking prevention programs; 
funding for the programs would 
be raised by an additional 50 cents 
per pack tax on cigarette distrib¬ 
utors and an equivalent increase 
in state tax on tobacco products. 

So, got all that? Ten of them, in 
addition to all the rest you will 
find on the November 3 ballot; 
some of the above propositions 
you will hear little or nothing 
about. Others, such as Prop. 5 
(Tribal-State Gaming) will be 
high profile and millions of dol¬ 
lars will be spent on both sides of 
this controversial issue. 

Politics and people 

Personal scandals aside, Presi¬ 
dent Bill Clinton raked in an im¬ 
pressive $3 million for Davis’s gu¬ 
bernatorial campaign last week, 
and he promised to make at least 
one more such fundraising trip 
here for Davis before the election. 

Those following the statewide 
campaigns say that Davis, Lun¬ 
gren, and their managers are de¬ 
termined to keep the campaign as 
civil as possible, but look for the 
battle in the senate race between 
incumbent Boxer and challenger 
Fong to become bitter and per¬ 
sonal. The first of their five televi¬ 
sion debates will originate from 
Los Angeles on August 26; the 
second will be on an as yet unan¬ 
nounced date in San Francisco. 

At City Hall they are saying 
that the race for president of the 
Board of Supes is still between 
Tom Ammiano and Mabel 
Teng, with two other incum¬ 
bents, Gavin Newsom and Mark 
Leno, expected to keep their jobs, 
but Amos Brown is thought to be 
in real trouble; challengers Victor 
Marquez or Donna Casey could 
replace him if he doesn’t get his 
election show on the road soon. 

A gay activist called me recently 
to advise me that he was a candidate 
for supe in November and said one 
of the reasons he was running was 
because he feels the current board 
is too subservient to Mayor Willie 
Brown, adding that he thinks of the 
mayor as being “a cross between the 


late Chicago Mayor Richard Daley 
and D.C. Mayor Marion Barry.” 
Last Monday, this same guy quick¬ 
ly raised his hand and voted with 
the other Toklas Demo members to 
pass an early endorsement for 
Brown; another “sincerity” candi¬ 
date runs for office, or maybe he 
just thinks Daley and Barry are 
good political role models. 

Proving once again that politi¬ 
cians should avoid sports events, 
Brown was soundly booed August 
9 at the Giants’ “Until There’s A 
Cure Day” at 3Com Park - while 
the Silicon Valley Gay Men’s Cho¬ 
rus received a good ovation. 

The Washington-based 
Human Rights Campaign, the gay 
and lesbian political organization, 
has written a 32-page manual to 
help congressional candidates win 
the support of homosexual voters 
this November. Surprisingly, the 
forward was written by two polit¬ 
ical veterans not usually associat¬ 
ed with gay causes Sheila Burke, 
Bob Dole’s longtime chief of staff 
in the U. S. Senate, and George 
Stephanopoulos, Clinton’s for¬ 
mer close White House advisor. 

Elsewhere in Washington, even 
some “moderate” House and U. S. 
Senate members are said to be 
very unhappy that, with the ap¬ 
parent approval of Republican 
congressional leaders, gay rights 
has definitely replaced abortion as 
the wedge issue for the GOP in 
this year’s elections.

The 59-year-old for¬ 
mer beauty queen, who lost her 
big-bucks promotional contract 
to sing the silly ’’Come to the 
Florida Sunshine Tree” in TV ads 
for that state’s orange growers, 
and was then dumped by her hus¬ 
band of 20 years, is now busily 
recording Gospel songs and look¬ 
ing for club dates; her biggest gig 
to date was singing the national 
anthem at a bass fishing tourna¬ 
ment in Greenville, North Caroli¬ 
na.

streets with a ball per team. 
She often has to cajole par¬ 
ents to let girls skip baby¬ 
sitting and cooking and 
laundering, and must 
make her coaching 
more basic be¬ 
cause the girls 
haven’t even 
had much 
chance to run 
around freely. She’s doing what 
she loves - devoting her attention 
to girls - instead of sacrificing her 
desires to “the greatest good for 
the greatest number.” 

Myself, I think Marybeth is 
one of the most positive people 
on this planet, a ray of sunshine 
personified. It gave me great joy to 
see her face light up at the sight of 
three to four dozen softballs, and 
I know she’ll have wonderful sto¬ 
ries for me in her e-mails about 
the girls playing ball. I, too, want 
to live in a world in which girls are 
encouraged to discover the joys of 
athleticism, the joys of doing cool 
and skillful and exhilarating 
things with their bodies. My gift 
of gear was an investment in that 


kind of world, and I’m reaping 
mass quantities of warm fuzzies 
from that investment. Such a deal! 

Giving blood, too, is an invest¬ 
ment in the kind of world in 
which I want to live. I’m really, re¬ 
ally, really glad there were 17 pints 
of A-positive available to me over 
those 10 days in May 1975 during 
which my survival was in quite a 
bit of doubt. With the occasional 
gift of a pint of my own A-posi- 
tive, I maintain a world in which 
perishing from loss of blood is 
not inevitable in the case of acci¬ 
dent or major surgery - I choose 
to help pay for such a world in¬ 
stead of taxing others. Because 
enough people act in their own 
self-interest in that very way, we 
have a blood supply for the 
wounded and injured, which may 
include ourselves at some point. 

Selfishness gets a bum rap: 
while altruists think in terms of 
what the world purportedly owes 
them, and live in a state of envy of 
those who have more, selfish peo¬ 
ple realize their self-interest is 
usually best met by engaging in 
win-win exchanges with others ... 
others whose agenda of self-inter¬ 
est is straightforward and up¬ 
front. Giving can be fun when it’s 
obligation-free; generosity is plea¬ 
surable when no guilt trip’s at¬ 
tached. It’s easy to be nice to peo¬ 
ple when you think of them as po¬ 
tential trade or barter partners - 
what kinds of associations do you 
have with the phrase “another sat¬ 
isfied customer”? ▼ 


George outs Eleanor

eorge magazine has published 
what it says are love letters 
between former first lady 
Eleanor Roosevelt and her lesbian 
lover, an Associated Press reporter. 

George , a magazine run by an¬ 
other famous Democrat, John F. 
Kennedy Jr., excerpts letters that 
Roosevelt exchanged with Lorena 
Hickok, the journalist-turned-civil 
servant she called the “light of my 
life.” The pair reportedly met in 
1928 but only grew closer four 
years later, after Franklin Roo¬ 
sevelt had been elected president. 

The letters are held by the 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Library, 
which allows visiting scholars to 
examine them. 

On a trip to Minnesota, Hickok 
wrote to the first lady: “Most clearly, 


I remember your eyes, with a kind 
of teasing smile in them, and the 
feeling of that soft spot just north¬ 
east of the corner of your mouth 
against my lips.... Good night, dear 
one. I want to put my arms around 
you and kiss you at the corner of 
your mouth. And in a little more 
than a week now -1 shall!” 

In another letter from the 
then-first lady to the ex-news- 
woman, Roosevelt penned, “I’d 
like to be traveling with you. I love 
you beyond words. ... I wish you 
were here.” 

In another piece of correspon¬ 
dence to Hickok, she mentioned 
swirling rumors: “Dear One, and 
so you think they gossip about us. 
Well they must at least think we 
stand separation rather well! I am 
always so much more optimistic 
than you are. I suppose because I 
care so little what ‘they’ say.” T 
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Conversation on 
‘conversion’ concerns

I n September’s Marie Claire 
magazine, reporter Thomas 
Mournian carefully examines 
the brisk trade in institutionaliz¬ 
ing girls whose parents suspect are 
lesbians. The writer examines the 
impact of institutionalization on 
young lesbians such as Lyn Duff, 
forcibly committed to a private 
Utah hospital when her mother 
learned she is a lesbian. Duff, 
diagnosed as having gender 
identity disorder (GID) and 
depression, “claims her 
‘treatment’ included 
heavy sedation, isola- 
tion, hypnosis and be- Bf/v i 
havior modification.’” 

Her lesbianism was IImi 
“ equated ... with per- 
petration of sexual 
abuse, which is why 
gay teens were treated 
like sex offenders.” She eventually 
escaped and got a court to revoke 
her mother’s parental rights. Duff 
- who came to national attention 
in 1996 when she was profiled in 
an ABC 20/20 segment nominat¬ 
ed for a 1997 GLAAD Media 
Award [see GLAADAlert October 
4, 1996] - ‘“is actually one of the 
lucky ones,” the article states. “She 
has made a new life for herself, in¬ 
cluding good friends, a college ed¬ 
ucation and a job.’” 

Mournian is thorough and 
sensitive in his research. He pro¬ 
vides compelling coverage in a 
general-audience women’s maga¬ 
zine of an underreported, but re¬ 
portedly damaging, practice that 
has drawn professional concern 
from both the American Psycho¬ 
logical Association and American 
Psychiatric Association, and con¬ 
tinues to generate intense concern 
in the lesbian, gay, bisexual and 
transgender communities. 
Mournian interviews representa¬ 
tives from the Los Angeles Gay & 
Lesbian Center and the National 
Center for Lesbian Rights 
(NCLR), and even provides 
NCLR’s toll-free number, noting 
that it “offers help to institution¬ 
alized teens.” 

Please thank Marie Claire 
magazine for this compelling look 
at an ongoing danger facing les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual and transgen¬ 
der youth.

Sins of omission 

Unfortunately, the Washington 
Post Magazine on August 2 wasn’t 
as lucid about conversion therapy. 
The cover of the magazine 
showed a hand raised in a Boy 
Scout salute, with the headline, 
“‘And Morally Straight’ ... Gay 
Men v. the Boy Scouts.” 

The article told of two men in 
Washington, D.C., who took the 
Boy Scouts of America (BSA) be¬ 
fore the city’s human relations 
commission after the BSA re¬ 
voked their memberships because 
they are gay. District of Columbia 
law forbids discrimination based 
on sexual orientation, thereby giv¬ 
ing grounds to their case. The ar¬ 
ticle explained the men’s distress 
over the BSA’s reaction to the dis¬ 


closures of their sexual orienta¬ 
tion. Among those quoted by re¬ 
porter Tracy Thompson was local 
Scout leader Roger Brown. In the 
piece, Brown argued, uncontest¬ 
ed, that the two men “made a 
choice in their lifestyle, and all 
these other people with kids in 
Boy Scouts have chosen a lifestyle, 
too. And those two are not com¬ 
patible.” 

The article also reported that 
the BSA brought in child psychol¬ 
ogist George A. Rekers, who now 
“spends much of his time treating 
youngsters with ‘gender iden- 
T tity disorder,”’ (GID) as a wit- 
/ ness at the human rela- 

^ tions commission hear- 
ing. The reporter noted 
that the American Psy- 
chological Association 
(APA) considers this 
controversial therapy’s 
goal to be “inappropri- 
ate, which is why Rek- 
■■v ers resigned from the 
APA several years ago.” 
Sexual orientation is “a matter of 
choice,” Rekers was quoted as tes¬ 
tifying. No contradictory testimo¬ 
ny or opinion was quoted. 

GID diagnosis and therapy for 
children has been labeled specious 
and possibly damaging by indi¬ 
viduals and groups within both 
the American Psychological Asso¬ 
ciation and American Psychiatric 
Association. Its use to force the 
treatment and institutionalization 
of children and adolescents who 
don’t conform to “gender norms” 
in clothing, play, and behavior has 
drawn sharp criticism throughout 
the scientific, medical, and les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and transgen¬ 
der (LGBT) communities. The 
cover story’s failure to acknowl¬ 
edge this years-long controversy 
makes Rekers’s testimony seem far 
more accepted and uncontrover- 
sial than, in reality, it is. The writer 
also allows a Scout leader to refer 
to being gay as “a lifestyle” and a 
“choice,” without giving equal 
weight to the widely held con¬ 
tention that sexual orientation is 
innate. 

Please write the Washington 
Post Magazine and let them know 
that you appreciate their inclusion 
of an important issue, but express 
your deep concern with the bla¬ 
tant omissions in this piece and 
tell the editors of the dangers of 
“conversion therapy” and the 
questionable validity of GID.

Reuters report on youth 
skews reality 

In a July 30 story, Reuters re¬ 
ported that a gay male youth’s 
number of sexual partners “may 
be linked to a risk for violence, 
suicide, and drug abuse,” citing 
findings by medical researchers in 
North Carolina. The researchers, 
whose report was in July’s The 
Journal of Pediatrics, theorize that 
students may be more likely to 
identify sexually active gay teens 
as homosexual, “thus upping their 
risk for victimization. ‘Correla¬ 
tions were found between the 
number of male sexual partners 
and the frequency of having been 
threatened or injured with a 
weapon at school, the number of 
days the student did not attend 
school because they felt unsafe, 


and the number of times they had 
been injured in a fight that re¬ 
quired medical treatment.’” 

This report was a classic exam¬ 
ple of “blaming the victim.” It 
began with the sensational impli¬ 
cation that being a sexually active 
gay youth means elevated risks for 
violence, suicide, and drug abuse, 
and not until deep into the story 
did Reuters note that most vio¬ 
lence encountered by the youth is 
likely anti-gay violence. And it is 
only in the last paragraph that 
Reuters referred to countering re¬ 
searchers, saying, “The Vermont 
authors believe their findings 
highlight the need for improved 
student counseling services and 
youth-oriented programs which 
‘promote mutual respect for gay 
and straight lifestyles.’” 

Write Reuters and tell the wire 
service that the skewed emphasis 
in this story reinforce images that 
severely affect LGBT youth. En¬ 
courage them to be more respon¬ 
sible in the future.

Sensitive look at female- 
to-male transgender 
experience 

An article by Miami Herald re¬ 
porter Lori Teresa Yearwood for 
Knight-Ridder, ran in the July 28 
Columbus, Georgia Ledger-En¬ 
quirer. It opened by telling how 
Miami university student Nick 
Sarchet, 28, was followed home 
and beaten by two men. As they 
beat and verbally abused Sarchet, 
he realized he “didn’t dare tell 
them what he really was. Because 
Nick Sarchet, who until last 
month went by the name of Kim¬ 
berly Lin Smith, is a woman. A 
woman in the process of becom¬ 
ing a man. It has taken years for 
him to get to this place, a place of 
relative comfort and self-accep¬ 
tance.” 

The article detailed Sarchet’s 
long journey toward assuming a 
male identity. He has yet to tell his 
parents, because he is afraid they 
will try to take from him his four- 
year-old daughter, born when he 
still identified as a woman. Still, 
he knows he’s doing what’s right 
for him - and that he wants to 
discuss the attack publicly: “I’m 
tired of other people thinking 
people like me don’t exist, that 
we’re just weird, or strange, or ab¬ 
normal. Someone has to make 
people like me real.” 

With acceptance and under¬ 
standing, Yearwood told Sarchet’s 
story in a way that gave readers a 
thoughtful look at life from a 
transgender person’s perspective. 
The article also made the point 
that transgender persons can be 
loving parents and lead normal 
lives. 

Please thank Yearwood for this 
intelligent handling of a little-cov¬ 
ered subject. Also, please thank 
the Columbus Ledger-Enquirer for 
sharing this memorable story 
with its readers.

Gay man at the 
head of the March 
on Washington

Next week in gay history: The 
historic March on Washington 
for black civil rights, organized 
by Bayard Rustin, takes place 
August 28 , 1963 

j| lveda King, niece of Dr. 

I Martin Luther King, Jr., has 

1 expended a lot of energy 
publicly condemning gay people 
and denouncing the gay rights 
movement. What she seems to 
have forgotten is that the man 
who taught her famous uncle 
about nonviolent protest, and 
was a major architect of the black 
civil rights movement of the 
1950s and 1960s, was an openly 
gay man named Bayard Rustin. 

Rustin was born in 1912 in 
eastern Pennsylvania and raised 
by his black Quaker grandpar¬ 
ents. Toward the end of his life, he 
noted that his activism was root¬ 
ed more in Quaker pacifism than 
in his being black. After attending 
two colleges and graduating from 
neither, Rustin moved to New 
York City in the mid-1930s and 
enjoyed a brief first career as a 
singer and actor, playing opposite 
Paul Robeson in the Broadway 
musical, John Henry. 

But activism, not acting, was 
to become Rustin’s life work. In 
1936, he joined the Young Com¬ 
munist League, but became dis¬ 
enchanted with the party when it 
abandoned its commitment to 
the desegregation of the armed 
forces at the start of World War 
II. Rustin quickly moved on to 
work with the Fellowship of Rec¬ 
onciliation (FOR), an interna¬ 
tional Christian pacifist organiza¬ 
tion. During his early years with 
FOR, Rustin became a disciple of 
Gandhian nonviolence. In 1944, 
he put Gandhi’s principles into 
action when he defied his draft 
summons and had to spend 28 
months in a federal prison. After 
his release, Rustin played an im¬ 
portant role on the Committee 
Against Jim Crow in Military Ser¬ 
vice and Training, which was in¬ 
strumental in the desegregation 
of the armed forces in 1948. 

Rustin became one of FOR’s 
top Figures and was rumored to 
be heir apparent to its leader. But 
his homosexuality and frequent 
casual sex hurt his career. In 1953, 
while on an FOR speaking tour, 
he was arrested in Pasadena on a 


morals charge when he was 
caught in a parked car having sex 
with two men. Rustin maintained 
that the men entrapped him, but 
he pled guilty anyway and spent 
60 days in jail. Although Rustin 
had never been closeted, being ar¬ 
rested made him a liability to 
FOR, and he was asked to resign. 

Rustin continued to work in 
the peace movement, taking a 
staff position with the War Resis¬ 
tors’ League. But in 1956, Lillian 
Smith, a Southern white lesbian 
and author of the contro¬ 
versial novel about misce¬ 
genation, Strange Fruit, 
hooked Rustin up with 
the 27-year-old Martin 
Luther King, Jr., who was 
trying to organize a bus boy¬ 
cott in Montgomery, 

Alabama. King had 
academic knowledge 
of Gandhi’s philoso¬ 
phy, but Rustin actu¬ 
ally taught him how to employ 
the techniques of nonviolence. As 
King’s adviser, Rustin and several 
others conceived the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference 
(SCLC), the grassroots civil rights 
organization that propelled King 
into the national spotlight. 

To King’s credit, he hired 
Rustin knowing about his sexual 
orientation and criminal record. 
King himself “was under such ex¬ 
traordinary pressure about his 
own sex life,” Rustin later ex¬ 
plained. “J. Edgar Hoover was 
spreading stories, and there were 
very real efforts to entrap him” 
and thereby discredit the civil 
rights movement. 

Some black activists close to 
King were not comfortable with 
Rustin, whose promiscuity, they 
believed, might compromise the 
entire movement. At one point 
and for unknown reasons, Con¬ 
gressman Adam Clayton Powell, 
Jr. threatened to go public with 
the false accusation that King and 
Rustin were lovers. In 1960, in the 
interest of preserving the move¬ 
ment, Rustin quietly resigned as 
King’s assistant. 

In 1962, however, Rustin was 
back in the thick of things, at the 
request of veteran black organiz¬ 
er A. Philip Randolph. Ran¬ 
dolph’s 1941 threat to bring 
100,000 black protesters to Wash¬ 
ington had convinced Roosevelt 
to block discrimination in de¬ 
fense contracting, and he was 
once again planning a march to 


bring about government action. 
Recognizing Rustin’s extraordi¬ 
nary organizing skills, Randolph 
asked him to draw up the blue¬ 
print for a massive civil rights 
march on Washington, to be held 
on the 100th anniversary of the 
Emancipation Proclamation. Al¬ 
though Rustin was the march’s 
architect, black leaders were hes¬ 
itant to name him as director, 
since his ties to communism, his 
conscientious objection, and his 
morals charge arrest made him 
vulnerable to attack from 
civil rights opponents. 
(Strom Thurmond did 
eventually attack Rustin on 
all of these points.) 
Randolph became the 
official march director in¬ 
stead, but he named 
Rustin as his assis¬ 
tant and turned the 
responsibilities of 
organizing over to 
him. The March on Washington, 
which took place on August 28, 
1963 and culminated in King’s “I 
Have a Dream” speech, was a pin¬ 
nacle of the movement for black 
civil rights. 

Although the march was prob¬ 
ably Rustin’s finest hour, he spent 
his entire lifetime as an activist, 
being arrested over 20 times for 
acts of civil disobedience. In 1964, 
he organized a public school boy¬ 
cott in New York City, in which 
400,000 students, teachers, and 
school employees stayed home to 
protest the slow pace of integra¬ 
tion. Well into his seventies, 
Rustin was still active in various 
causes, including the fight against 
AIDS. “He had work to do until 
the very end,” one of his associates 
said after Rustin died in August, 
1987, of heart failure. “His utter 
devotion to causes was marked by 
the use of his last ounce of talent, 
the driving urge to talk, to plan, to 
organize.” T

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Luther Brock’s odyssey: 

Slam to HIV community service

fter learning self-improve¬ 
ment techniques in prison 
I that helped turn his own life 
around, AIDS Community Re¬ 
search Consortium (ACRC) Co¬ 
ordinator of Community Educa¬ 
tion and Outreach Services 
Luther Brock told the Bay Area 
Reporter he has a self-renewing 
career goal in his current role to 
extend those techniques and de¬ 
sires to others. 

“At one point in prison, seven 
of us got together to find ways to 
change ourselves and improve our 
lives,” Brock said. “There was mu¬ 
tual agreement that we had to get 
clean and sober.” Brock himself 
remembers that on one day, he re¬ 
solved to stop drinking, smoking, 
and using drugs. A 90-day period 
of living up to that vow put him 
on his way to helping others. 

Since that time has re-created 
himself thoroughly and is suc¬ 
ceeding in applying the same 
principles to his current work, 
which he describes as “Creating a 
new face for clinical research in 
HIV for the minority communi¬ 
ty, one that will counter the nega¬ 
tive effects that grew out of the 
Tuskeege syphilis research creat¬ 
ed.” (He refers to the notorious 
decades-long study in Alabama, in 
which the government intention¬ 
ally withheld life-saving drugs 
from black men who were infect¬ 
ed with syphilis, to track the 
course of their infections.) 

Brock first created Free at Last, 
a drug and alcohol recovery cen¬ 
ter in East Palo Alto. Brock 
worked for five years with drug 
abusers and convicts, many of the 
2,000 people he treated were HIV¬ 
positive. In his work with Free at 
Last, the Stanford outreach ef¬ 
forts, and now ACRC, Brock sees 
the most rewarding goals realized 
by an “Each one teach one” ac¬ 
tion, as recovering people pass 
along their determination and ac¬ 
tions to others. “Seeing people 
much improved one year after 
they started brings me joy,” he 
said. 

Convinced that clinical re¬ 
search in HIV was the only poten¬ 
tially effective way for the disease 
to be conquered, he was the out¬ 
reach coordinator for the Stan¬ 
ford University AIDS Clinical 
Trial Group. He joined ACRC in 
May, where “I translate into ebon- 
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ics the nature of the ACRC trials. 

“Also,” Brock explained, “I del¬ 
icately, diplomatically make clear 
to the African-American commu¬ 
nity the nature of the drug trials 
and gradually replace the prison- 
induced fear they have with confi¬ 
dence.” 

Brock candidly admitted that 
he also has a personal stake in 
clinical trials. Although he re¬ 
mains negative for HIV, he does 
have hepatitis C, and has partici¬ 
pated in a trial involving interfer¬ 
on. Because HIV and hepatitis C 
often occur in the same people, 
the trial was considered a natural 
for ACRC. He indicated that 
though the experience did pro¬ 
duce unwanted side effects, he 
feels he understands the trial ex¬ 
perience even better now. 

His ties with the Bay Area gay 
community are long-standing 
and strong. Although heterosexu¬ 
al, he has had many gay friends,

reported. It took 94 firefighters 
about 90 minutes to battle the 
blaze, using 16 pieces of equip¬ 
ment, Campbell said. 

The fire also caused an esti¬ 
mated $55,000 in damage to the 
Tire Broker, a business next door 
to the restaurant. 

Reached Monday, August 17, 
Petrillo said he is “still in shock” 
over the loss of the popular restau¬ 
rant, which he’s owned for nearly 
three years. While the front of the 
building is heavily charred, Petril¬ 
lo said the back, where the fire 
started, is ruined. A banquet room 
and upstairs eating area “are gone.” 

Campbell said damage esti¬ 
mates for Eleven were $800,000 
for property and $800,000 for 
contents; damage estimates for 
the Tire Broker were $50,000 for 
property and $5,000 for contents. 

“The damage, the way I look at 


it, is beyond repair,” Petrillo told 
the B.A.R. “It’s a wood structure, 
and started in the rear. The front 
looks to be in the best shape. The 
back roof is day-lighted, the bal¬ 
cony is gone, and the bar is all 
charred.” 

Petrillo said he was heartened 
that no one was injured, and glad 
the restaurant was covered by in¬ 
surance. He said he’s not decided 
whether he’ll rebuild the restau¬ 
rant. “Never having gone through 
this, to see your business gone 
after you’ve worked so hard in the 
community to build your name, 
to walk in there, it’s crushing.” 

Eleven has been a restaurant 
for a number of years, Petrillo 
said; it was originally called Taxi, 
and was later called Undid, Italian 
for 11. • 

Petrillo is also a partner in the 
Tin-Pan Restaurant on Market 
Street in the Castro; he was 
named to the Police Commission 
by Mayor Willie Brown in April 
1997. ▼ 


especially in the Castro and the 
Haight-Ashbury, for many years. 
One close ally for community ac¬ 
tion is Mike Donnelly of ACT 
UP/Golden Gate, a group that 
Brock admires, along with Project 
Inform. 

Asked about influences of reli¬ 
gious homophobes in his work, 
Brock first pointed out that early 
in his life, especially when he was 
a Roman Catholic altar boy, he 
felt strong influences pulling him 
away from gay-oriented matters. 
But as he has worked more with 
gay and straight groups dedicated 
to eradicating HIV, he has found 
that anti-gay feelings have given 
way to mutual needs. 

Those needs reflect the greater 
value of mutual action, Brock re¬ 
lated, and now he sees people in 
churches and other groups that 
were implacably anti-gay calling 
up to ask, “What can I do?” 

People can change. Luther 
Brock knows it. T

Lawyers say action gives immunity to co-op 


Peron’s pot farm again

edical marijuana advocate 
Dennis Peron’s infamous 
pot farm in Northern 
California was raided a second 
time by federal authorities early 
Friday, August 14. An estimated 
151 plants were uprooted by 
agents of the Drug Enforcement 
Administration (DEA) before a 
weekend open house started. 

Peron said the celebrants went 
ahead with the party anyway and 
replanted 50 plants. “We had over 
200 people up here,” Peron said 
Monday, August 17. No arrests 
were made by authorities during 
the 7:30 a.m. raid; Peron and oth¬ 
ers were detained for about two 
hours. 

“It was so surreal,” a resigned 
Peron told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“All the plants that were uprooted 
were getting ready to bud.” 

Peron said 19 DEA agents and 
one local Lake County sheriff’s 
deputy took part in the confisca¬ 
tion effort. Peron’s remote 20-acre 
farm was first raided in May; the 
San Francisco Cannabis Healing 
Center (CHC) was closed by San 
Francisco Sheriff Michael Hen¬ 
nessey May 25 on orders from Su¬ 
perior Court Judge William Cahill. 

Last week in Oakland, officials 
designated members of that city’s 
marijuana cooperative as officers 
of the city, a move that was hailed 
by Peron, who authored and cam¬ 
paigned hard for passage of state

Proposition 215 in November 
1996. “Wasn’t that great,” Peron 
said of the developments in Oak¬ 
land. (See story above.) 

Of last week’s visit by authori¬ 
ties, Peron said he had an inkling 
something like that would hap¬ 
pen, but maintained he’s acting 
within the law. “We changed state 


law. What we’re doing is legal, 
growing pot for medicinal pur¬ 
poses,” said Peron. 

Peron had publicized the open 
house on his website, which fed¬ 
eral authorities monitor daily. 
News releases announcing the 
open house were also widely dis¬ 
tributed. ▼

S eeking unprecedented legal 
protection for distributors 
of medical marijuana, offi¬ 
cials with the city of Oakland on 
Thursday, August 13 designated 
agents at the Oakland Cannabis 
Buyers’ Cooperative as officers of 
the city. While much of the debate 
surrounding pot as medicine has 
been centered around the high 
profile San Francisco Cannabis 
Healing Center (CHC), officials 
across the bay quietly worked out 
the legal steps necessary to protect 
workers at the Oakland club, at¬ 
torneys for the cooperative said at 
a news conference last week. 

Jeff Jones, executive director of 
the Oakland center, praised the 
leadership of city officials and sev¬ 
eral attorneys representing the 
club in federal court. The attor¬ 
neys filed a motion to dismiss 
charges against Jones and others 
Friday, August 14. Oakland is now 
the first city in the nation with an 
official program that distributes 
medical marijuana. The coopera¬ 
tive serves 1,950 patients. 

Jones was deputized by Oak¬ 
land City Councilmember Nate 
Miley, a staunch supporter of 
medical marijuana as well as nee¬ 
dle exchange. 

As city officers, the cannabis 
cooperative’s staff and agents are 
now immune from federal crimi¬ 
nal and civil liability under sec¬ 
tion 885(d) of the Federal Con¬ 
trolled Substances Act. That sec¬ 


tion provides that any officer of a 
city who is enforcing an ordi¬ 
nance relating to controlled sub¬ 
stances will have immunity from 
liability, the attorneys said. 

“This designation will permit 
the Oakland Cannabis Buyers’ 
Cooperative staff to distribute 
medical cannabis within federal 
law,” said Professor Gerald Uel- 
men, of the University of Santa 
Clara School of Law. “That means 
that the federal government has 
no case. The lawsuit against the 
cooperative should be dropped 
today.” Uelmen was part of O.J. 
Simpson’s “dream team” defense 
in his criminal trial. Also on hand 
were attorneys James Brosnahan, 
of Morrison and Foerster, and 
Robert Raich. 

California voters overwhelm¬ 
ingly passed Proposition 215, the 
Compassionate Use Act, in No¬ 
vember 1996. Since then, state and 
federal law enforcement agencies 
have sought to shut down medical 
marijuana clubs throughout the 
state and have succeeded with 
some of them, such as Peron’s in 
San Francisco. Oakland, however, 
stuck with trying to work out some 
legal mechanism and, attorneys 
believe, the city has made its case. 

On a limb 

“The Oakland Cannabis Buy¬ 
ers’ Cooperative runs a clean, le¬ 
gitimate business, contributes to 
Oakland’s downtown revitaliza¬ 
tion, and prevents seriously ill 
people from turning to the streets 
to buy their medicine,” said Miley,

who serves as chair of the coun¬ 
cil’s Public Safety Committee, 
where the details of last week’s ac¬ 
tion were hammered out. 

At last week’s news conference, 
Miley reiterated the club runs a 
tight ship, and said the city want¬ 
ed to help. “The City Council felt 
we needed to be out on the fron¬ 
tier,” said Miley. “We’re pleased to 
go out on a limb to help and we 
would do this again.” 

Miley did not rule out the pos¬ 
sibility that Oakland may have 
city workers distributing medical 
marijuana, and said his commit¬ 
tee will be looking at that possi¬ 
bility as a permanent solution. 

“This day is historic,” Jones said. 

He noted that becoming a 
member of the Oakland club in¬ 
volves many steps, and members’ 
identifications are constantly 
checked. “We were careful before, 
but now our procedures are very 
strict. Patients say the cooperative 
is more like a pharmacy than a 
cannabis club.” 

In addition to designating the 
entire premises a smoke-free 
zone, Jones has installed a new 
video surveillance system and em¬ 
ployed a private security firm to 
check members’ identification. 
Before they enter the back-room 
dispensary, where a wide range of 
medical cannabis products are 
kept under lock and key, members 
must show their cards and valid

California photo identification. 
“Having independent guards on 
duty sends a firm message to our 
members,” Jones said. “No ID, no 
medicine.” 

Becoming a member is no easy 
ride either. Each applicant must 
provide a physician’s letter of rec¬ 
ommendation or approval. These 
letters, along with the applicant’s 
medical history, are reviewed and 
verified by a registered nurse on 
staff at the center. 

Oakland ahead of SF 

The San Francisco CHC, by 
comparison, had somewhat loos¬ 
er standards, at least when the 
club was initially raided by state 
narcotics agents in August 1996. 
Although city officials have met to 
' discuss ways to distribute medical 
marijuana in San Francisco, Dick 
Pabich, the mayor’s HIV/AIDS 
policy advisor, told the Bay Area 
Reporter , that although the city 
has discussed doing something 
similar to Oakland, it is likely to 
wait until after the November 
election before taking any action. 
State Attorney General Dan Lun- 
gren, the Republican gubernator¬ 


ial candidate, would like nothing 
better than to make a campaign 
issue out of San Francisco imple¬ 
menting s,ome type of medical 
marijuana program, Pabich said. 

“That’s one of the options the 
city attorney and district attorney 
are looking at,” Pabich said. 
“Frankly, Oakland has moved 
ahead faster than we have.” 

Pabich also said that some 
other, smaller clubs continue to op¬ 
erate in the city, as opposed to Oak¬ 
land, which has the cooperative. 

Since the federal government 
filed suit against six California 
cannabis dispensaries last year, 
three of the providers named in 
the suit have closed. The others, in' 
Oakland, Fairfax, and Ukiah, con¬ 
tinue to operate. Jones, 24, co¬ 
founded the Oakland cooperative 
in 1996 after watching his father 
painfully battle cancer, which 
claimed his life. 

Jones said that tight proce¬ 
dures are an integral part of his 
job. “We have to be sure our 
methods stand up to scrutiny,” he 
said. “Providing safe access to 
medical cannabis is important 
work, and a community asset.” T

Please read this information before you start taking CRIXIVAN. Also, you should read the information included with CRIXIVAN each time you receive your prescription, just in case anything has changed. 
Remember, this information does not take the place of careful discussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 
You should remain under a doctor's care when using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 


What is CRIXIVAN? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus). HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). CRIXIVAN is a type of HIV drug called a protease 
(PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

How does CRIXIVAN work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances 
of getting illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of 
HIV in your body (called “viral load”) and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. CRIXIVAN may 
not have these effects in all patients. 

CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called 
AZT), 3TC, ddl, ddC, or d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV 
drugs. Talk with your doctor about how you should take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in 
children and adolescents have not been established. 

How should I take CRIXIVAN ? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue 
taking CRIXIVAN unless your doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of 
CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to take, right from the very start. To help make 
sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip doses or take “drug holidays." 
If you don’t take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may be reduced 
(due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may 

be easier to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. 
If you have questions about when to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care 
provider can help you decide what schedule works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose 
at the regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 
hours, take your missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at the regularly 
scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed dose of CRIXIVAN 
at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such 
as skim or non-fat milk, juice, coffee, or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least 
one hour before or two hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a 
light meal. Examples of light meals include: 

- dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 
if you want) 

- corn flakes with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, 
fat, and protein (for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the 
same time as CRIXIVAN, these foods can interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed 
into your bloodstream and may lessen its effect. 

6. It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably 
water) throughout the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. 
Having enough fluids in your body should help reduce the chances of forming 
a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop 
kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Does CRI XIVAN cure H I V or AIDS? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infec¬ 
tions or other conditions associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for 
you to remain under the care of a doctor. Although CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or 
AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting illnesses, including death, 
associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

Does CR IXI VAN reduce the ri sk of passing HIV to o thers? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through 
sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Who shoul d not take CRIXI VAN ? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any 
of its components. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my 
doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do 
not yet know how CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 
Also talk to your doctor if you have: 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused 
by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Diabetes 

■ Hemophilia 

Tell your doctor about any medicines you are taking or plan to take, including 
non-prescription medicines.

In some of these 
patients this led to more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or 
inflammation of the kidneys. Drinking at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid 
(preferably water) each day should help reduce the chances of forming a kidney 
stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle 
to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells 
(hemolytic anemia) which in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and 
death. Some patients had other illnesses or were taking other drugs. It is uncertain if 
CRIXIVAN caused these liver problems. 

Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in patients taking protease 
inhibitors. In some of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused 
by poorly controlled blood sugar. Some patients had diabetes before starting protease 
inhibitors, others did not. Some patients required adjustments to their diabetes 
medication. Others needed new diabetes medication.

Gay Rap-city

ow that the music and tele¬ 
vision programs from the 
1970s are popular again, 
some gay community organizers 
think a favorite resource from that 
time could be popular again, too. 
Gay Rap has been resurrected. 

Gay Rap is described in pro¬ 
motional materials as “a struc¬ 
tured discussion and activities 
program in which any partici¬ 
pants can lead discussions or ac¬ 
tivities on any topic.” It originally 
ran from 1970 to 1982, and was 
the genesis for many current com¬ 
munity organizations ranging 
from the Pacific Center for 
Human Growth in Berkeley to the 
Theatre Rhinoceros. 

Hank Wilson, David Kaye, and 
Dick Gipson, community orga¬ 
nizers, are coordinating the re¬ 
birth and believe Gay Rap will 
offer something that has been 
missing in the lesbian, gay, bisex¬ 
ual, transgender (LGBT) commu¬ 
nity. 

“People came to Gay Rap to 
find community, to engage in dis¬ 
cussions, and to meet people. Gay 
Rap is something people need 
today,” said Wilson, an AIDS ac¬ 
tivist, in a prepared statement. 

Kaye, co-founder of the Pacif¬ 
ic Center in Berkeley, feels that the 
LGBT community has become 
very stratified and said that the 
goal of Gay Rap is to “try to 
achieve community.” 

Gay Rap began in Oakland in 
1970 at the Bishop’s Coffeehouse, 
a coffeehouse launched by a 
council of churches to help deve¬ 
lop community. The meetings 
moved to San Francisco in 1972, 
but a group of individuals stayed 
behind and launched East Bay 
Gay, now known as the Pacific 


Center for Human Growth. 

In the early days, Gay Rap fo¬ 
cused on community announce¬ 
ments and relaxation exercises, 
and the discussions generally ex¬ 
amined the nature of community. 
Perhaps reflecting changing times, 
the discussions soon became 
more topical. 

In an effort to diversify the 
program, some of those attending 
started a free community learning 
center called Lavender U - which 
earned a mention in a “Dear 
Abby” column. It is considered by 
some to be a precursor to today’s 
Harvey Milk Institute. 

Attendees also organized a 
running club that later became 
The Frontrunners. Alan Estes 
began doing play readings at the 
meetings, eventually forming 
Theatre Rhinoceros. 

Community is good 

Gay Rap reached its pinnacle 
in 1977 with up to 300 people at¬ 
tending the weekly meetings. Two 
decades later, organizers want to 
see if there is still a passion for this 
type of community meeting. 

Wilson believes there is. “For 
the people coming right now, it is 
very successful,” he said, adding, 
“Anything that facilitates commu¬ 
nity is really good.” 

Kaye stressed that the meetings 
are not run by anyone with an 
agenda, are open to anyone’s 
opinion, and remain nonpartisan. 
“Gay Rap does not take any posi¬ 
tion on anything, we have no po¬ 
litical agenda,” said Kaye. 

In fact, the meetings are in 
essence run by the participants. 

“Our agenda is to encourage 
people to do what ever they plan 
to do and let the chips fall where 
they may,” said Kaye. 

Those wishing to lead an activ¬ 
ity or discussion are asked to write 


their interest on a chalkboard 
when they enter the meeting 
room. After a community meet¬ 
ing including all in attendance, 
the group breaks up and people 
can join any of the groups that in¬ 
terest them. Some groups are 
popular, others don’t get any par¬ 
ticipants. 

Activities have included 
videos, card and board games, 
and massage; discussion topics 
have covered sexual compulsivity, 
the LGBT parade, the history of 
the gay political movement, and 
Northern California Congress¬ 
man Frank Riggs’s legislative ef¬ 
fort targeting San Francisco. 

Direct action on a given topic 
or issue is possible if those in¬ 
volved in that discussion choose 
to organize around it. 

Kaye acknowledges that there 
has been some debate about 
whether this type of spontaneous 
community activity, popular dur¬ 
ing the unfolding of the LGBT 
community, will resonate now. 
Will people seek out something so 
simple in an era of multi-million 
dollar budgets for community 
nonprofits and community cen¬ 
ters? 

Organizers expect they will. 
“With the resurrection of SF Gay 
Rap, we’re opening a new chapter 
of the book. Today, more than 
ever, a central community gather¬ 
ing spot is needed,” said the orga¬ 
nizers in promotional materials. 

“The only question today is 
what took us so long.” ▼

San Francisco these days are both 
well aware of the risks of HIV, and 
knowingly assume those risks 
when they have sex. By willingly 
engaging in unprotected sex, Louie 
argued, Robinson was assuming at 
least a general risk of exposure. 

Montali, however, ruled as he 
did because Robinson “believed, 
based on Louie’s statements and 
conduct, that theirs was a monog¬ 
amous relationship and that risk 
was negligible. Robinson was not 
sufficiently informed to know that 
the risk of exposure was actually 
much greater than that.” 

In responding to the ruling in 


favor of his client, attorney Wau- 
keen McCoy told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that “it appears that what 
the judge intended was to inform 
the public that you’ll be liable for 
not disclosing.” He added that “I 
have been of the position the 
courts should play a role in stop¬ 
ping of the spread of AIDS, and I 
think this will help. I believe this 
is an important step. The only 
other case I know of like it was in 
the Rock Hudson case.” 

In that high profile matter, a 
jury found that although movie 
star Hudson’s former companion, 
Marc Christian, tested negative 19 
times, he was still entitled to 
$21.75 million for emotional dis¬ 
tress caused by his unknowing 
and unwilling exposure to HIV. 


The judge later reduced the award 
to a “mere” $5.5 million. 

Betsy Johnsen, benefits attor¬ 
ney with the AIDS Legal Referral 
Panel in San Francisco, acknowl¬ 
edged that the ruling is nearly un¬ 
precedented apart from the Hud¬ 
son case 13 years ago, but added 
that “frankly, it’s not real clear to 
me how much effect a bankruptcy 
judge is going to have. It’s equiva¬ 
lent to a county court. It still has a 
way to go up the appeals route. 
There are a lot of assumptions in 
the case.” 

Johnsen noted that 28 states 
have enacted laws making it a 
crime for people who know 
they’re infected to expose others 
to HIV through one or more 
methods of viral transmission. Y

James Currie, a 39-year-old 
former police officer in Toronto, 
was accused of taking advantage 
of a drunken friend in the Clear¬ 
water condominium they shared 
during a two-week vacation. The 
man testified that he pretended to 
be passed out during the attack 
because he had always heard 
never to resist a rape. 

But jurors apparently agreed 
with Currie’s defense attorney, 
who argued that the sex was con¬ 
sensual and that the friend in¬ 
vented the attack because he was 
embarrassed that he had willing¬ 
ly engaged in sexual activity with 
another man. 

Gay panic defense tossed 

A three-day trial ended in con¬ 
viction for a Naples, Florida man 
accused of murder. After deliber¬ 
ating for two hours, jurors con¬ 
victed Clint Michael Barkley in 


the slaying of Edward Collesano. 
Barkley was renting a room at the 
Collesano home in San Carlos 
Park where the murder occurred. 
Barkley claimed self-defense in 
the stabbing death, saying Colle¬ 
sano was gay and tried to force 
him to have sex. Barkley said 
when Collesano charged him 
with a knife, he was able to wres¬ 
tle the weapon away and stab the 
59-year-old man.

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Methodist judicial council prohibits 
same-sex union ceremonies

I he highest judicial council of 
the United Methodist Church 
ruled last week that the de¬ 
nomination’s rules ban clergy from 
performing same-sex union cere¬ 
monies. The United Methodist 
Church, with 8.5 million members, 
is the second-largest American 
Protestant denomination. 

The decision rendered by the 
Judicial Council on August 11 re¬ 
sulted from a request from the 
eight-state South Central Juris¬ 
diction and several smaller church 
bodies, triggered by the acquittal 
in March of the Reverend Jimmy 
Creech, who was then the pastor 
of First United Methodist Church 
of Omaha, Nebraska. 

Creech had been brought up 
on disciplinary charges after per¬ 
forming a union ceremony for 
two women congregants in Sep¬ 
tember 1997. He successfully ar¬ 
gued at trial that the placement of 


denomination’s prohibition on 
such ceremonies in the “Social 
Principles” section of the denom¬ 
ination’s Book of Discipline 
meant that the rule was advisory 
and not binding. 

The nine-member Judicial 
Council, made up of four clergy 
and five lay members, rejected 
Creech’s argument after hearing 
opposing presentations, and ruled 
that the prohibition “has the effect 
of church law, notwithstanding its 
placement.” 

The decision does not affect 
the acquittal in Creech’s case, but 
would affect future charges 
brought against Methodist clergy. 

The Judicial Council also re¬ 
sponded to a question from an Illi¬ 
nois jurisdiction about whether all 
of the Social Principles were bind¬ 
ing on clergy, with a statement that 
they were “unable to render a de¬ 
finitive decision on all of the spe¬ 
cific provisions ... without refer¬ 
ence to a specific paragraph.”

Pat gives himself award

T elevangelist Pat Robertson 
was in Orlando last week¬ 
end to be honored by the 
Christian Coalition of Florida. 
Robertson stirred controversy re¬ 
cently by criticizing Orlando offi¬ 
cials for allowing rainbow flags to 
fly downtown to mark Gay Pride 
Month in June, and suggesting, as 
a result, God could punish the 
area with hurricanes and other 
natural disasters. Three protesters 
picketed outside as the Florida 
chapter of the Christian Coali¬ 
tion, an organization that Robert¬ 
son founded and heads, honored 
him for “contributions to the pro- 
family movement.” 

Catholics force HIV 
confession 

Lawyers for St. Francis Xavier 
Catholic School in Miami, Florida 
have filed a motion to dismiss 
charges filed by attorneys for a girl 
who says she was forced to confess 
to her class that she was HIV-posi¬ 


tive. Her attorneys say she was ma¬ 
liciously forced to make the confes¬ 
sion, but the school says it was 
made willingly. It also said people 
with HIV are not guaranteed pri¬ 
vacy, just their test results are. 

The suit was filed by the girl 
and her lawyers in July and the 
motion to dismiss was filed Au¬ 
gust 6. 

No confession for priest 

In Texas, the bishop of the 
Catholic Diocese of Fort Worth 
has changed his account of why a 
priest left his diocese amid a child 
molestation probe. At a news con¬ 
ference last week, Catholic Bishop 
Joseph P. Delaney said the attor¬ 
neys for the Reverend Thomas 
Teczar told him Eastland County 
authorities agreed to close the in¬ 
vestigation if Teczar left Texas. But 
the Dallas Morning News report¬ 
ed Teczar left after refusing to an¬ 
swer questions from a grand jury 
investigating a child sexual abuse 
case, in which two of his associ¬ 
ates received 30-year prison 
terms. T 


Science says: get religion 
from churchy not TV

P eople who tune in regularly 
to religious broadcast pro¬ 
gramming have higher 
blood pressure than those who get 
their religion in person at church, 
synagogue, or some other orga¬ 
nized forum, a new study says. 

Dr. Harold Koenig, a Duke 
University psychiatrist and head 
of its Center for the Study of Reli¬ 
gion/Spirituality, told United Press 
International he was very sur¬ 
prised at that finding, one of 
many in his latest study on the 
power of religion. 

“Those who frequently watch 
religious TV or radio were more 
likely to be told by their doctors 
that they had high blood pres¬ 
sure,” most significantly in people 


older than 74, he told UPI. 

The finding is significant, he 
said, because blood pressure rises 
at least some in three quarters of 
those studied who listened to reli¬ 
gious radio or watched religious 
TV at least once a week. That’s 
more than the number of people 
who said they prayed or read the 
Bible daily. 

Koenig and colleagues exam¬ 
ined the health and habits of older 
adults in an overwhelmingly 
Protestant area of North Carolina 
for a six year period. Nearly 4,000 
randomly selected individuals 65 
and older took part. 

Reporting in the latest issue of 
the International Journal of Psy¬ 
chiatry in Medicine , Koenig said 
consistent differences were found 
when blood pressure of the sub¬ 
jects was measured. T 


ed with a strongly worded state¬ 
ment, calling the church’s position 
part of a “long-standing assault 
upon lesbians and gay men, as 
well as upon their families and 
friends and the churches that seek 
to be welcoming, inclusive and 
supportive.” He characterized the 
rule as “an act of institutional vi¬ 
olence” and called upon other 
Methodist pastors to defy the pro¬ 
hibition by performing such cere¬ 
monies. He also called upon sup¬ 
porters to press for revocation of 
the prohibition at the denomina¬ 
tion’s General Conference in 
Cleveland, Ohio in the year 2000. 

The decision has placed many 
local gay-affirming Methodist 
clergy in a bind. The ruling is now 
church law, and opponents of 
same-sex relationships have 
demonstrated their willingness to 
use the church’s judicial process to 
enforce the prohibition. 

Ten Methodist ministers are 
among the more than 150 clergy 
who had previously signed an in¬ 
terfaith declaration that they sup¬ 
port same-sex ceremonies and that 
they have or would in the future 
perform such ceremonies. North¬ 
ern California Bishop Melvin Tal¬ 
bert has stated that such state¬ 
ments or previously performed 
ceremonies are not grounds for ac¬ 
tion, but that the prohibition 
would be enforced in the future. 

One of the 10 clergy who 
signed the declaration was Rev¬ 
erend Cecil Williams, senior pas¬ 
tor at Glide Memorial United 
Methodist Church. Williams and 


HIVCare 


Glide Memorial have a long histo¬ 
ry of championing gay, lesbian, 
bisexual, and transgender inclu¬ 
sion. Williams declined to be in¬ 
terviewed by the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, and has previously publicly 
stated that he is considering his 
options with his attorneys. 

The Reverend Jim Mitulski, se¬ 
nior pastor of Metropolitan Com¬ 
munity Church of San Francisco, 
told the B.A.R. that the ruling was a 
“grave error, and the desperate na¬ 
ture of their reaction to something 
that is already happening shows 
that they’ve already lost the debate.” 

Mitulski expressed gratitude to 
the many Methodist pastors and 
congregations who have wel¬ 
comed MCC churches. The MCC 
churches in Walnut Creek and in 
Santa Cruz presently worship in 
churches rented from Methodist 
congregations. He also praised 
Williams and Glide Memorial, 
which he called “our Cathedral of 
Liberation.” 

On August 5, the Lambeth 
Conference, an international gath¬ 
ering of Anglican bishops in Can¬ 
terbury, England passed a resolu¬ 
tion condemning homosexuality 
as “incompatible with Scripture” 
and advising against the ordina¬ 
tion of gay and lesbian priests. 

The conflict over same-sex 
unions and the ordination of gay 
and lesbian clergy threaten to di¬ 
vide many Protestant denomina¬ 
tions, much as the issue of slavery 
divided Protestant denominations 
a century ago. That conflict led 
several denominations to split

into pro-slavery and anti-slavery 
denominations. Some see a simi¬ 
lar realignment coming over gay 
and lesbian issues. 

“It’s only a matter of time be¬ 
fore the United Methodists and 
many other denominations rec¬ 
ognize the justice of affirming 
same-sex marriages,” Mitulski 
said, but noted that this “may 
even require the realignment of 
American Protestant denomina¬ 
tions along progressive and con¬ 
servative lines - a new church for 
a new century, and queer people 
will be a part of it.” T

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Hepatitis C drug bundling puts 
combo therapy out of reach for many

A coalition that seeks to end 
the burgeoning hepatitis C 
(HCV) crisis has sent a let¬ 
ter to the sole distributor of Re- 
betol (ribavirin), one of only two 
available treatment options, to 
protest the pricing and distribu¬ 
tion of the drug. 

Until the Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration (FDA) approved 
ribavirin on July 3, the only treat¬ 
ment available to the estimated 
four million people in the United 
States infected with HCV was in¬ 
terferon, available from several 


different drug companies. 

Advocates with the Hepatitis 
C Action and Advocacy Coali¬ 
tion (HAAC) say that New Jer¬ 
sey-based Schering-Plough 
Pharmaceuticals paid $16.5 mil¬ 
lion to ICN Pharmaceuticals, 
Inc. — the company that holds 
the manufacturing license — for 
the United States distribution 
rights to ribavirin, a drug avail¬ 
able worldwide for many years. 
Thereafter, the company an¬ 
nounced that the treatment 
would only be available “bun¬ 
dled” with its own brand of in¬ 
terferon, Intron A. According to 
HAAC, that practice limits pa- 
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tients’ ability to use it with other 
brands of interferon, to which 
they may respond better. 

HAAC also charges that 
Schering raised the price of rib¬ 
avirin dramatically, estimating 
nearly a four-fold increase in 
three years. The bundled drug 
combination now sells for about 
$1,450 per month, pricing it out 
of range for many struggling 
with HCV. 

The decision to bundle the 
drugs also limits medical re¬ 
search on the newly-approved 
drug. “This is impeding research, 
because researchers cannot get 
ribavirin alone,” said Brian Klein, 
a member of HAAC who is dual- 
diagnosed with HCV and HIV. 

HAAC sent a letter on August 
13 to Schering-Plough President 
Raul E. Cesan, asking for a meet¬ 
ing with company representa¬ 
tives and demanding that rib¬ 
avirin be unbundled; that an ex¬ 
panded drug access program be 
enacted for those who cannot af¬ 
ford it; and that the price be 
brought down dramatically. 

As stated in the letter sent by 
HAAC, “Schering’s pricing of 
ribavirin, parallels that used by 
Burroughs-Wellcome for zidovu¬ 
dine (AZT) in its initial release 
for HIV disease in the late 1980s. 


Burroughs also had a monopoly 
on a first drug for a major dis¬ 
ease, a drug basically just ‘pulled 
off the shelf’ like ribavirin.” 

According to the American 
Liver Foundation, nearly four 
million people in the United 
States are chronically infected 
with hepatitis C, a slowly pro¬ 
gressive disease that may gradu¬ 
ally advance over 10-40 years, 
often without symptoms. 

It is generally transmitted 
through needle stick injuries or 
the sharing of dirty needles, 
blood transfusions before a test 
of blood supply was standardized 
in 1990, or body piercing or tat¬ 
tooing with contaminated nee¬ 
dles. There is a standard blood 
test for the presence of HCV. 

The problems can be particu¬ 
larly acute in those who are dual- 
diagnosed with both HCV and 
HIV, since people who have liver 
damage from HCV have an in¬ 
ability to tolerate anti-HIV drug 
cocktails. According to HAAC, 
people who are HIV-positive still 
cannot obtain a liver transplant 
in California due to their HIV 
infection, although other states 
such as New York will perform 
the surgery. 

“People want ribavirin avail¬ 
able so they have a choice ... it’s 


really unethical of them not to 
let people have options,” said 
Klein. “With hepatitis C, we are 
in our infancy with drug thera¬ 
pies for treatment.” 

HAAC members are still 
waiting for a response from 
Schering-Plough. A spokesper¬ 
son for Schering-Plough stated 
that the bundled pairing is the 
only FDA-approved use of rib¬ 
avirin in the United States and 
would not answer any further 
questions. T

Testosterone decreases 
HIV-related fatigue

j|% dentists say they have discov¬

P testosterone decreases the fa¬ 
tigue caused by the AIDS virus and 
can improve the mood of people 
suffering from HIV disease. 

Reporting in the August issue 
of General Hospital Psychiatry, 
lead author Dr. Glenn Wagner of 
the New York State Psychiatric In¬ 
stitute said testosterone injections 
can reduce fatigue, even in people 
with full-blown AIDS. 

Injections may help men who 
are too fatigued to return to their 
jobs, he said. 

Wagner said, “Effective treat¬ 
ments for fatigue, such as testos¬ 
terone, are particularly important 
for enhancing the quality of life 
and functioning for people living 


with HIV.” 

A deficiency of testosterone 
seems to be one cause of fatigue in 
people infected with HIV, he said. 
Testosterone deficiency is the most 
common hormone abnormality 
among men with HIV. Another 
cause is depression. Fatigue is one 
factor used to diagnose depression. 

Wagner and a team of col¬ 
leagues tested the effects of bi¬ 
weekly injections of testosterone 
in 66 HIV-positive men with “clin¬ 
ical hypogonadism,” a condition 
characterized by low interest in sex 
and such symptoms as depression, 
low energy, or weight loss. About 
three fourths of the 66 had AIDS, 
and half were on disability. 

But Wagner found that energy 
levels in 79 percent of the men 
were significantly improved after 
12 weeks of injections. The men 
who responded to the treatment 


also reported greater satisfaction 
with their lives. 

It’s possible the testosterone 
treatments relieved depression, 
which caused the fatigue, but just 
as likely the testosterone boosted 
energy levels, which improved 
mood, he said. 

Researchers said: “Improvement 
in energy level was almost always 
accompanied by improvement in 
mood. It seems likely that for some, 
fatigue may be a symptom of de¬ 
pression, where as for others, fa¬ 
tigue and its debilitating effect on 
functioning may result in depres¬ 
sion or psychological distress.” 

Some men experienced side ef¬ 
fects, including acne, hair loss, 
and irritability, but none discon¬ 
tinued their treatment. Wagern 
said the long-term effects of 
testosterone therapy were not 
known. ▼ 


Streisand Foundation gives $15l< to GLMA

PIP he Streisand Foundation has 
awarded the San Francisco- 
11 based Gay and Lesbian 
Medical Association (GLMA) a 
$15,000 grant toward the group’s 
HIV public policy initiative, the 
groups announced this month. 

The initiative is a program de¬ 
signed to increase the national ef¬ 
fectiveness of HIV-sensitive physi¬ 
cians on HIV policy. Sue 
Rochman, communications di¬ 
rector for GLMA, said that the or¬ 
ganization received the grant fol¬ 
lowing an extensive review 
process that included final ap¬ 


proval by singer and actress Bar¬ 
bra Streisand. 

“The work that GLMA is 
doing to increase the impact that 
HIV-sensitive physicians will have 
on national HIV policy is impor¬ 
tant and very necessary,” said 
Margery Tabankin, executive di¬ 
rector of the Streisand Founda¬ 
tion. “We are glad to be able to as¬ 
sist with this wonderful project 
and proud that our grant will en¬ 
able GLMA’s work to have a 
greater impact.” 

GLMA’s initiative is comprised 
of three distinct programs. The 
Physician’s Advocacy Network, 
launched this summer, enlists 
GLMA members into a national 


network designed to shape public 
policy. Secondly, the association’s 
ability to provide expert medical 
feedback on HIV and LGBT issues 
will be used to aid the Department 
of Health and Human Services, 
medical associations, and phar¬ 
maceutical companies. Finally, the 
initiative encompasses GLMA’s 
ongoing advocacy efforts that ad¬ 
dress HIV, access, and the health¬ 
care setting, such as the Medical 
Expertise Retention Program. 

“We are thrilled to receive this 
generous grant from Barbra 
Streisand,” said Dr. Michael Hor- 
berg, GLMA president. “What a 
fabulous partner to have in our 
fight to eradicate HIV!” ▼

treatable strain of the virus will 
continue to grow. 

So, why did it take two years 
from the introduction of combi¬ 
nation therapy before men at risk 
of infection were told about the 
potential for being infected with 
drug-resistant virus HIV? 

The sad truth is that in the eu¬ 
phoria over the success of combi¬ 
nation therapies for people with 
HIV we dropped the ball on HIV 
prevention. Instead of addressing 
the realities of how new HIV 
treatments affect HIV prevention, 
we continued to repeat the same 
tired and increasingly irrelevant 
safer sex messages from the early 
1990s. We allowed the only new 
messages about HIV to be com¬ 
municated through newspaper 
headlines of HIV cures and by 
pharmaceutical company adver¬ 
tisements touting the new wonder 
drugs. People saw these headlines 
and read ads with pictures of 
healthy men climbing mountains 
and, in the absence of real infor¬ 
mation, they have started to be¬ 
lieve that the epidemic is over and 
they can strop using condoms. 

Well, if the Geneva conference 
proved anything it proved that the 
AIDS epidemic ain’t over yet. The 
documentation of multidrug-re- 
sistant HIV transmission should 
serve as a wake up call to all of us 
that we need new HIV prevention 
campaigns and messages that ad-

dress the changes in the epidemic. 
These messages need to emphasize 
that the epidemic isn’t over and 
infection today may mean starting 
out with virus that cannot be 
treated with current drugs. 

We also need to give better in¬ 
formation to people living with 
HIV and let them know that any¬ 
one having unsafe Sfex could infect 
partners with drug-resistant HIV. 
Equally important, those HIV¬ 
positive people could be re¬ 
infected with a strain of 
the virus that is resis¬ 
tant to drugs. This ( 
would limit your fu¬ 
ture treatment options 
or blow your current 
drug therapy or both. 

The San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation 
(SFAF) heard the 
wake up call from 
Geneva and quickly 
developed a two-page warning 
about transmission of drug-resis¬ 
tant HIV in the Bay Area Reporter. 
They addressed both HIV-nega¬ 
tive men and HIV-positive men to 
help them understand their risks. 

In an effort to get some of this 
information out to gay men, ACT 
UP/Golden Gate has been im¬ 
porting posters created last year 
by Boston’s AIDS Action Com¬ 
mittee. We have been putting the 
posters in bars and sex clubs to let 
gay men know what the changes 
in HIV treatment mean for safer 
sex. One of the posters empha¬ 
sizes that the epidemic isn’t over 
and that, while progress has been

made, the new drugs are not a 
cure. You either have the option 
of continuing to use condoms or 
taking 10 or more pills a day, 
which will make you nauseated, 
can have toxic and disfiguring 
side effects, and require you to 
alter your daily routine and meal 
schedules. Two other posters 
from Boston address HlV-posi- 
tive men and let them know that 
having undetectable virus does 
not mean that you are uninfec- 
tious. (Addressing HIV pre¬ 
vention messages to peo¬ 
ple living with HIV may 
be considered politi¬ 
cally incorrect by 
some people. But, we 
believe that all of us, 
both negative and pos¬ 
itive, have a responsi¬ 
bility to avoid HIV 
transmission.) 

The SFAF per¬ 
formed an important service to 
the community by publishing 
their well-prepared and thought¬ 
ful warnings in the B.A.R. but we 
need more and better messages in 
long-term campaigns that target 
all the at-risk communities. Other 
San Francisco prevention agencies 
must also hear the wake up call 
from Geneva and develop rele¬ 
vant and up-to-date HIV preven¬ 
tion campaigns, messages, and 
programs. Two years of inaction 
have put people at risk and we 
cannot wait a minute longer to 
give people the information they 
need to keep themselves and their 
lovers healthy. T

Tori Isner, Gervais’s 47-year-old 
lover and mother of two grown 
children, who lives in San Francisco. 

Gervais has also received very 
personal emotional support from 
a self-identified transsexual 
woman she met in the shelter 
where she has been living. The 
woman, who attended the court 
hearing, spent eight weeks in the 
hospital after being attacked by six 
men in her former city. 

“I have a lot of understanding 
about what she [Gervais] is going 
through emotionally because I’ve 
been there,” said the woman, who 
asked that her name and former 
city of residence be withheld. 
“One thing I have realized is that 
with this being a hate crime, it has 
taken forever to go to trial.” She 
specified that after her attack the 
community, including the trans¬ 
gender community, rallied and 
worked with lawyers and the dis¬ 
trict attorney to get her case to 
trial quickly. 

Not a hate crime? 

Gervais has been working with 
Community United Against Vio¬ 
lence (CUAV) during the eight 
month wait. “In general, this has 
been a long process and a difficult 
one, especially for Rosanne, and 
it’s just one of those things where 
you feel re-victimized all over 
again going through the system,” 
said Kar Yin Tham, hate violence

victim advocate at CUAV. 

Representatives from CUAV 
told the Bay Area Reporter shortly 
after the incident that they felt this 
was a hate crime and would be 
taking the matter up with the po¬ 
lice and district attorney’s office. 

To the continued astonish¬ 
ment of Gervais and her support¬ 
ers, the police refused to investi¬ 
gate the incident as a hate crime. 
Therefore, despite Gervais’s recol¬ 
lection that her attackers used 
anti-gay and derogatory rhetoric 
during the attack, the district at¬ 
torney could not charge it as such. 


A police spokesman said that 
the classification of an incident as 
a “prejudice based” crime can be 
made either if the statement of the 
victim or witnesses at the scene 
included some mention that an 
aspect of the crime involved prej¬ 
udice or bias, or after an investi¬ 
gator looks into to incident and 
determines that such occurred. 

Neither the arresting nor in¬ 
vestigating officers in this case, 
after two reviews, chose to classi¬ 
fy it as a hate crime, reportedly 
due to the lack of corroborating 
witnesses. T

Not only 
was it well organized, it was hot, 
sexy and exciting to watch. It was 
held in the Sporthallen Zuid 
Gymnasium under glittering jew¬ 
eled chandeliers, with over 250 
well-dressed contestants dancing 
their way into gay history. 

Dancers took to the floor to 
strut their stuff as part of the 
Latin American Ballroom compe¬ 
tition in the categories of Samba, 
Cha-Cha-Cha, Rhumba, Paso 
doble, and Jive. The rafters rocked 
to the sensuous sounds of Latin 
rhythms as dancers from all over 
the world took turns twirling 
each other around the dance 
floor, their supple bodies syn¬ 
chronized to the music as well as 
each other. 

Dance demonstrations have 
been held during the Gay Games 
in the past, but they were nothing 
to compare to the real challenge 
of judged competition taking 
place in Amsterdam for 500 ath¬ 
letes in the categories of Ballroom 
Dancing and Latin American 
Ballroom. Monitors walked the 
floor, under the glare of colored 
theater lights, grading the com¬ 
petitors and reporting back to the 
podium for the judges’ final deci¬ 
sion. 

Athletes danced in heats with¬ 
in their classes all day long, from 
10 a.m. until early evening, when 
the final judging was to take place. 
Some showed signs of strain after 
their hours of performance, but 
were revived by the outpouring of 
emotion and gratitude from an 
enthusiastic audience that filled 
the auditorium with cheers, ap¬ 
plause, and shouts of appreciation 
for the competitors. 

Dancing like new lovers de¬ 
spite their having only danced to¬ 
gether for three months, Steffi 


Schmitz and Vayu Pogacar, both 
from Cologne, were magnificent 
to watch. And they enjoyed 
watching others, too. 

“To be here with all the gays 
and lesbians and to enjoy the high 
level we have seen is wonderful,” 
Schmitz said. Pogacar added, 
“You see even in the very low 
classes [of dance categories] they 
are so motivated, and that’s really 
beautiful. We enjoy performing 
when everyone is together. It’s a 
great event, and we have a won¬ 
derful audience. Since 12 o’clock 
they come more and more. It’s a 
wonderful feeling to dance in this 
atmosphere.” 

Another couple - Elizabeth 
Johnston, of Canada, and Sally 
Angel of Medford, Oregon - were 
wonderful to watch as they 
laughed, smiled, and danced the 
afternoon away, so natural with 
each other that they made on¬ 
lookers feel privy to a special mo¬ 
ment in their lives. 

Competition, not demo 

The classes of competition 
ranged from A to F (lowest), but 
all athletes interviewed were im¬ 
pressed with the high level of 
dancing skill displayed. Anna 
Maassen, press spokesperson for 
the event, said there were 189 
couples competing in the Latin 
American category, including 117 
female couples, 79 male couples, 
and seven wheelchair dance cou¬ 
ples. Countries represented in¬ 
cluded Austria, Australia, Canada, 
Czech Republic, Great Britain, 
Germany, Israel, Netherlands, 
New Zealand, Nicaragua, and the 
USA. 

Maassen was proud of the de¬ 
cision of the organization that 
planned the dance event, Equali¬ 
ty Dance. “Wheelchair and all 
other competitors danced on the 
same day, it was nicer,” she said. 
“Before it was just a demonstra¬ 
tion sport. This is the first time in 
the history of the games that ball¬ 
room dancing is now a competi¬ 


tive sport. People have trained a 
long time to come here.” Their in¬ 
ternational jury of judges includ¬ 
ed Peter Townsend from Eng¬ 
land, a three-time international 
champion. 

There were 10 couples from 
the Metronome Ballroom in San 
Francisco, and four people partic¬ 
ipated in the Latin Dance finals. 
George Moscona and his partner 
Douglas Mitchell, elegantly glided 
past demonstrating their dancing 
with style and panache. They 
placed fourth in the Latin finals in 
category D. Another couple, 
Mascha and Paula, took the Silver 
medal in category E. 

Peter Gaartman of Amster¬ 
dam danced with his friend and 
partner, Rolf Lichtenberg. Gaart¬ 
man said that dancing together 
cheered them up and gave them a 
new lease on life after they both 
broke up with lovers. “For me I 
know that I live in freedom in 
Holland,” Gaartman stated. “It’s 
very important for other coun¬ 
tries that we do something like 
Gay Games to show the world 
that everybody needs that free¬ 
dom to be yourself. For me, this 


week, it was unbelievable to see 
all my family around me, and 
what for me was very good was to 
see the power of some countries. 


“There was one person from 
Iran and two from Portugal, and I 
hope they have been given my 
love to go on and be gay.” ▼

Bay ArtaR 
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by Gary Morris 

W ith “Universal Laughter,” 
the Castro is offering a wel¬ 
come chance to become 
reacquainted with some 
classics of the genre outside 
the cramped confines of video, but the 
title of the series is a bit misleading. Only 
eight of the fourteen films here were actu¬ 
ally made by Universal Studios; the rest, 
and arguably the best — two vehicles each 
for Mae West and the Marx Brothers, and 
a pair of Preston Sturges masterpieces — 
are from Paramount. (Universal now 
owns the rights to them.) Of course, with 
a program this solid — Universal’s entries 
here include W. C. Fields, Rock and Doris, 
Dietrich, Lubitsch, and perhaps the great¬ 
est of the 1930s screwball-comedies, My 
Man Godfrey —who cares what it’s called? 

Opening nights show (Friday, August 
21) is the Preston Sturges double bill, The 
Palm Beach Story (1942) and Sullivan's 
Travels (1941). PaIm Beach teams hunky

M n her first film, Paramount’s Night After Night (1932), someone asks Mae West if she believes 

■ in love at first sight. “I don’t know,” she muses, “but it sure saves a lot of time.” That re- 

■ sponse sums up West’s philosophy about sex: funny, practical, and above all, pleasurable. 
M Already 40, the zaftig, Brooklyn-born (1892) West had been a child theatrical star, a 
W vaudevillian, and a popular playwright/actress with shows like The Constant Sinner and 
Sex. (The scandal erupting from the latter cost her ten highly publicized days in jail.) She wrote 
and produced but didn’t star in The Drag (yes, it was about drag queens), and shortly before 
coming to Hollywood toured with the most successful of her plays, Diamond Lil. 

Public response to her screen debut was overwhelming, and the studio rushed to film Lil, call¬ 
ing it She Done Him Wrong (1933). In it, Mae seduces young Salvation Army officer Cary Grant. 
“Come up and see me sometime. How about Tuesday? That’s amateur night.” She played a 
lion-tamer in I’m No Angel (1933), also with Grant. The films made so much money that pro¬ 
ducer William Le Baron credited them with saving Paramount from bankruptcy. Despite her

Press). Amburn, who was Ker-

“‘By the neck, I hope,’ he said.” 

We doubt there’s been another 
bio in literary history with chap¬ 
ter titles like “The Agonized Cock 
of the Matter,” “Muscles, Meat, 
and Metaphysics,” and (we kid 
you not) “Sucking Asses To Get 
Published,” and this may be the 
reason Amburn’s tome has been 
getting thoroughly panned in the 
mainstream press. But Out There 
believes the topic of Kerouac’s 
homoness (-sexuality and -pho¬ 
bia) is a valid one to explore, es¬ 
pecially as it sheds light on his 
works. New York Times reviewer 
Morris Dickstein, in his trounc¬ 
ing of the book, calls attention to~ 
a letter Kerouac wrote in 1948 to 
Neal Cassidy, the heartthrob 
hero of On the Road, “worrying 
that future readers studying his 
letters would think him ‘queer.’ 

“‘I consider queerness a hostil¬ 
ity, not a love,’ he said. ‘Posterity 
will laugh at me if it thinks I was 
queer... little students will be dis¬ 
illusioned.’” 

Kerouac, we say for all the little 
students: You don’t know Jack! 


Glad bag 

Towards the beginning of 
Dave DiMartino’s very long and 
very revealing interview with 
singer/songwriter/goddess Joni 
Mitchell in the current issue of 
London-based music magazine 
Mojo, he tells a tale of Joni that 
may seem trivial, but certainly 
contains the kernels of deeper 
meanings. The notoriously reclu¬ 
sive musician/poet has been 
showing up in public more fre¬ 
quently these days, in advance of 
the release of her 17th album, 
Taming The Tiger. During the tap¬ 
ing of an intimate concert Joni 
gave recently in front of 200 invit¬ 
ed guests in L.A., her beau-from- 
long-ago Graham Nash present¬ 
ed Joni with an item wrapped in a 
plastic bag, the trophy which 
marked her induction last year 
into the Rock and Roll Hall of 
Fame: “The one she never got be¬ 
cause she never showed up to 
claim it,” writes DiMartino. “‘You 
had your reasons,’ Nash says 
diplomatically, ‘but I’m sure 
they’re all fine.’ Looking at Nash 
— bemusedly or begrudgingly, it’s 
hard to tell — she grasps the ob¬ 
ject in its sloppy wrapper and 
deadpans: ‘It’s perfect in a garbage 
bag.’”

|p§ or those of us lucky enough 
to remember Twylas Boy at 
The Marsh in 1993, word 
that Twyla's Story, the second play 
in a proposed trilogy, was ready 
for production was welcome news 
indeed. In his original piece, play¬ 
wright Charles Polly created an 
amazing pair of characters, Twyla 
and her son Ervin, who touched 
the heart and lingered in the 
memory. I spoke briefly with Polly 
about Twyla's Story, which he 
began writing as soon as the first 
production closed. Polly explains: 
“I looked at all the stories I had re¬ 
jected for Twyla’s Boy, and I saw I 
had lots more stories to tell, and I 
knew I wanted to tell them the¬ 
atrically. The first writing I did 
was very autobiographical, but as 
time passed I decided to fictional¬ 
ize the work more. The play is 
about family secrets, some of 
them generations old.” 

Polly is out to his family both 
as a gay man and as a person with 
HIV; his alter ego, Ervin, is already 
out when the play begins, so that 
clearly is not one of the secrets. In 
fact, Polly says, Ervin’s being out 
is a source of some annoyance to 
the rest of the family. “One char¬ 
acter says to Ervin, ‘You tell your 
mama you’re queer and she opens 
her arms to you.’” For Polly, the 
writing process this time out has 
included regular workshops with 
fellow members of Eastenders 
Repertory Company, a process 
that made the work go faster, but 
was not without the occasional 
creative difference. Polly laughs as 
he recalls “one of the actors came 
to me and insisted that ‘Alta Mae 
wouldn’t say this.’” 

The piece is filled with what 
Polly describes as “‘faction’ — 
touchy, scary stuff, but not all of it 
is about my family, not all of it 
happened to me.” Twyla's Story is 
the tale of Ervin’s return home to 
the Kentucky hills of his child¬ 
hood, and his discovery 
that he is now a stranger 
in this still-familiar 
place. Part of Polly’s 
work on the play in¬ 
cluded letting go of the 
character he played in 
Twyla’s Boy. He realized 
it was time for him to 
focus on the writ¬ 
ing and let anoth¬ 
er actor — in this 
case, Craig Dick¬ 
erson — inspirit 
the role. In his focus on the writ¬ 
ing, Polly “fell in love with lan¬ 
guage. It was a prize for loving 
who I am.” 

Suzan Kendall reprises Twyla, 
the role she originated, in the new 
production, but she doesn’t see 
this as coming back to Twyla, be¬ 
cause “I never really left her. I’ve 
traveled to Kentucky three times 
and met [Polly’s] mom and some 
of the family. And, of course, 
we’ve been working on the script 
all this time. This play is a differ¬ 
ent experience — the first was 
more of a memory play, it was all 
about subtext — but in this play, 
Twyla interacts more with other 
characters. We see the complexity 
of her family and all of their rela¬ 
tionships. Finding Twyla in her 
own world is a real challenge, but 
it’s also comfortable, because she’s 
part of me.” 

Kendall also relishes working 
with a company of actors on this 
play. “Being with a company is 
wonderful. It means having devel¬ 
oped a relationship with people 
who like and trust each other. It 
also means that we all pitch in to

Crisper than ever

• hen I first saw Quentin 
Crisp on stage 15 years 
ago, he seemed physically 
frail but mentally sharp. During 
his recent run at Theatre Rhino, 
the 89-year-old Crisp seemed both 
frailer and sharper. True, he must 
sometimes search for a wayward 
word, but if anything, his delivery 
is keener, his stories funnier and, 
during a Q&A session, his re¬ 
sponses more from the heart. 

Crisp was already in his 60s 
when his modestly selling autobi¬ 
ography, 77te Naked Civil Servant, 
was filmed for British television, 
providing him a late-life celebrity 
that continues to fuel him. While 
the importance of developing a 
personal style remains the under¬ 
lying theme of his talk, he hangs 
on this frame a variety of differ¬ 
ent anecdotes, observations and 
epigrams that range from house¬ 
hold chores (don’t do them) to 
existentialism (the only possible 
exercise of free will is swimming 
with the tide, only faster). 

Developing a style, he tells us, 
will help create self-imposed 
chains that are important in this 
time of immense personal free¬ 
dom. “People are not rejoicing,” 
he says, “they’re protesting.” 
Those with style, he points out, 
include Mohammed Ali, Eva 
Peron, and Sarah Bernhardt. His 
recreation of Bernhardt’s death 
scene from a silent film version of 
Camille is hilariously sublime. 

After an intermission, Crisp re¬ 
turned to answer questions sub¬ 
mitted by the audience. There were 
the predictable questions about fa¬ 
vorite movies ( The Cabinet of Dr. 
Caligari ), television shows ( NYPD 
Blue and Homicide), and people 
(Elizabeth Taylor). To a question 
about Monica Lewinsky, Crisp 
replied, “If someone had caught a

glimpse of Queen Elizabeth I’s sex¬ 
ual apparatus and then talked 
about, he would have been be¬ 
headed. None of these women are 
ever beheaded.” 

A cute question about what he 
planned for his “later years” was 
met with a straightforward reply 
about the appeal of death. And he 
strayed from PC dictums when, in 
response to a question about 
Trent Loft’s kleptomaniac analo¬ 
gy, Crisp declared that “almost all 
homosexuals are sexual maniacs,” 


and that this promiscuity is nec¬ 
essary because homosexual “sex¬ 
ual encounters are so unsatisfy¬ 
ing.” The room grew quiet at this, 
though one person applauded. 

But Crisp warmed the crowd 
with his answer to a final question 
about “what would he like to 
come back as?” “We aren’t talking 
about reincarnation, are we?” We 
are, said the questioner. “I don’t 
believe in reincarnation. Imagine 
falling our of your mother’s 
womb, sighing, ‘Here again.’” T 


Izzard of odd

ome comics talk funny. 
Some look funny. Eddie Iz- 

1 zard mumbles funny. 

He can be offering one of his 
astutely exaggerated observations 
about, say, dictators, empires, or 
chiropractors when a sentence 
may just shamble away. The lack 
of a ta-dum punch line has a way 
of letting the material seem even 
funnier by making it less stand-up 
and more lived in. Izzard comes 
across as a guy who is funny with¬ 
out really trying. 

Izzard is being heralded as the 
Next Big Thing in comedy, and I’ll 
go along with that. Well-known in 
his native England and medium- 
known in New York, Izzard is 
making his first foray to the West 
Coast (with the help of fan Robin 
Williams), where the opening- 
night audience at the Cable Car 
Theatre practically peed in its joe 
Boxer shorts (the corporate spon¬ 
sor). 

The affable 36-year-old per¬ 
former has credited Monty 
Python as an inspiration, and 
there are certainly elements of the 
troupe’s intellectually inspired 
silliness in Izzard’s material. A riff 
on religion may take an absurdist 
turn (“I poked a badger with a 
spoon,” he says, trying to come up

with a better example of an “orig¬ 
inal sin”), but at its heart is an in¬ 
formed, opinionated mind. He 
can get laughs talking about the 
mass murders of Pol Pot by shin¬ 
ing a new light on how we react to 
such tragedies, but it doesn’t triv¬ 
ialize the subject. 

Izzard’s style isn’t quite stand- 
up comedy, nor is it really theater. 


While the show wears the same 
name, Dress to Kill, as his recent 
New York stint, the material only 
occasionally is recognizable from 
earlier reviews. Bits about Engle- 
bert Humperdinck, the Easter 
Bunny, and the lyrics to “The 12 
Days of Christmas” must now be 
counted as golden oldies in Iz¬ 
zard’s evolving repertoire. 

The two-hour-plus perfor¬ 
mance often has an air of spon¬ 
taneity. “I don’t know where that 
scene is going, so fuck it,” he said 
at one point, derailing a train of 
thought after a few moments. 
There are also different flavors to 
the first and second acts, with the 
first often mining world history 
for its humor, and the second 
emerging as a goofy potpourri 
that can sometimes drag. 

Speaking of drag... Izzard calls 
himself a straight transvestite, 
though his duds (Chinese top, 
vinyl slacks and wedgies) are 
Tranny Lite. After about 30 sec¬ 
onds, the clothes, the makeup, 
and the man become one, and we 
just see a very funny guy on stage 
in mascara who mumbles. T

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1980 cult classic 'Times Square' 


Girls together clinging

llan Moyle’s 1980 teenage 
, girl rock ’n’ roll adventure 
s Times Square developed sta¬ 
tus as a lesbian cult film with 
showings at lesbian and gay film 
festivals in New York and San 
Francisco in the early- and mid- 
’80s. Long-standing rumors about 
lesbian content removed from 
Times Square have provided ample 
fodder for lesbian readings of the 
teen girl buddy movie. Indeed, a 
look at Jacob Brackman’s original 
unpublished script reveals many 
erotically-charged scenes between 
the protagonists, Nicky (Robin 
Johnson) and Pammy (Trini Al¬ 
varado). Some of these scenes 
were removed from the script 
prior to shooting, some of them 
were shot and then excised from 
the final cut of the film. A frag¬ 
ment of one such excised scene 
appears in the film’s preview trail¬ 
er — it is a one-second, barely per¬ 
ceivable clip of Nicky and Pammy 
playing together in the river. 

The basic plot of the film is 
conveyed in its publicity blurb: 
“In the heart of Times Square, a 
poor girl becomes famous, a rich 
girl becomes courageous, and 
both become friends.” Pammy is 
the quiet and sheltered daughter 
of a prominent politician, Nicky 
is a streetwise troublemaker. Ad¬ 
mitted to a hospital for the same 
psychiatric tests, the girls share a 
room and get to know each other. 
They escape from the hospital, 
create a home for themselves in a 
dockside warehouse, and live to¬ 
gether against the gritty urban 
backdrop of Times Square. 
There’s tons of romantic tension 
between the girls, and, most im¬ 
portantly, they love each other 
and they’re not interested in boys. 
As their friendship begins, 
Pammy’s first feelings for Nicky 
are expressed in a poem she writes 
in her journal (which Nicky 
steals): “Your ribs are my ladder 
Nicky, I’m so amazed, I’m so 
amazed.” Pammy later recites T.S. 
Eliot to Nicky and proclaims to 
her, “Everything you do or you say 
is poetry. At least I think so.” 

Early in the film, Nicky gets 
Pammy a job as an erotic dancer. 
“I’m brave, but you’re pretty. I’m a 
freak of fuckin’ nature,” she tells 
Pammy as Pammy prepares to go 
onstage at the Cleo Club. Nicky, 
looking as butch as ever, positions 


herself at the front edge of the 
stage to watch, and Pammy focus¬ 
es on Nicky as she begins to dance 
(in the original script, she dances 
topless). In a later scene at the 
Cleo Club, Pammy watches Nicky 
perform her song “Damn Dog” (a 
poem Nicky had first read to 
Pammy on bended knee: “I can 
lick your face, I can bite it too, my 
teeth got rabies, I’m gonna give 
’em to you. I’m a damn dog.”) 

Erotic tension 

While there’s no explicit les¬ 
bian content in the film, the ro¬ 
mantic tone of Nicky and 
Pammy’s interactions is undeni¬ 
able. The original script had sev¬ 
eral scenes that developed this as¬ 
pect of their relationship, includ¬ 
ing a scene of their first meeting 
in the hospital, in which they have 
to undress in front of each other; 
two scenes where they take off 
their shirts and play together in 
their underwear in the river; a 
wrestling scene; a scene of the first 
night they sleep (sleep, not fuck) 
together; and a scene of Pammy 
dancing topless at the Cleo Club. 
Most of the scenes removed from 
the film involve erotic tension or 
physical contact between the girls. 

Many rituals remain in the 
film, in complete form or as rem¬ 
nants of rituals excised from the 
original script. The film relies 
heavily on ritual and symbolic 
meaning, and in fact, contains an 
excess of overdetermined pieces 


of dialogue, references, ideas, and 
objects that signify the girls’ 
bonding together and rebellion 
against society. Of the ritualistic 
elements removed from the film, 
three are especially significant, as 
they convey the intensity of the 
bond between Pammy and Nicky. 
Early in the script, just after they 
escape from the hospital, they 
henna and cut each other’s hair 
(with this scene removed, their 
hair inexplicably changes color 
and length in the second reel of 
the film). The girls also create a 
journal together, called the 
Doomsday Book, to write their 
poetry and songs in (the scene 
where Nicky burns the book at 
the end of the film is still intact, 
although all reference to the book 
itself has been removed). Also ex¬ 
cised is a scene, again relatively 
early in the script, where Nicky 
“pulls up her shirt and pulls down 
her jeans a little to show Pamela a 
tiny P and an N, tattooed prison- 
style on her abdomen. ‘I got a lot 
of dumb ideas. But at least I make 
’em up myself,”’ says Nicky. . 

Times Square is one of the most 
remarkable rock ’n’ roll sound¬ 
track movies ever made (artists in¬ 
clude Patti Smith Group, Pre¬ 
tenders, Talking Heads, and Roxy 
Music), and the soundtrack often 
provides romantic commentary 
on the girls’ developing relation¬ 
ship. “You Can’t Hurry Love” ac¬ 
companies their escape from the 
hospital, and when Johnny (Tim 


Curry) the disc jockey learns that 
“you two sweethearts have a fa¬ 
vorite song,” he plays it for them. 
The song is dyke-rocker Suzi Qua- 
tro’s “Rock Hard.” 

Renaissance women 

In a letter to her father which 
Johnny reads over the radio, 
Pammy proclaims, “We are having 
our own Renaissance.” Indeed, 
they create their own scavenged 
culture in their pastiche clothing, 
the decor of their squat on the 
pier, their poetry and music, and 
in their own unique brand of po¬ 
litical activism. They decry the 
hypocrisy and prejudice of the es¬ 
tablishment in a live radio perfor¬ 
mance of “Sleaze Sister Voodoo” 
in which they proclaim: “Spic, 
nigger, faggot, bum/Your daugh¬ 
ter is one.” 

Patti Smith’s darkly codepen¬ 
dent dirge of obsessive love 
“Pissin’ in a River” signals the be¬ 
ginning of the end for Pammy 
and Nicky. In the most heart- 
wrenching scene of the film, 
Nicky destroys their home, burns 
their journal, and throws herself 
into the river. She emerges sob¬ 
bing, “What the fuck is wrong 
with me?” Distraught, she storms 
into Johnny’s radio station, say¬ 
ing, “Put me on the radio, I got 
somethin’ to say.” When Johnny 
hesitates, she smashes the control 
booth window, shouting, “You 
fuckin’ little straight!” She then 
calls out her song to Pammy on 
the air: “My heart/it’s pumpin’/my 
foot/it’s runnin’/my head/it’s 
hurtin’/it’s hurtin’ me./... Pammy! 
I’m callin’ you, Pammy!” 

While Nicky’s previous song to 
Pammy, “Damn Dog,” had a sexy 
edge to it, this one is a desperate 
cry for help as she realizes that 
they must go their separate ways. 
Later, as Nicky prepares for her 
concert in Times Square, Pammy 
makes it clear that she loves her 
but says, “I can’t be like you.” 
Nicky then proclaims her love for 
Pammy to the adoring crowd of 
teenage girl fans: “She was the best 
friend I ever had.” 

Although the removal of so 
much material from the original 
script gives the film a fragmented 
feel and sometimes sloppy conti¬ 
nuity, the bond between the girls 
is always clear, and always has 
some proto-lesbian resonance to 
it. As such, Times Square is a mar¬ 
velous experience, not only for les¬ 
bian youth, but for any girl who’s 


ever had a crush on a girl, or who’s 
wanted to see girls on film without 
boys in the middle. ▼

not only dead, it’s decompos¬ 
ing.”), and the characters are won¬ 
derfully noisy buffoons — from a 
self-entranced playboy (Rudy 
Vallee) to that staple of screwball, 
the madcap heiress (MaryAstor). 
Persistent reports that you can see 
McCrea’s dick briefly in a scene 
where he’s running around in 
boxers remain unconfirmed at 
this time. In Sullivans Travels, 
Sturges stretches the definition of 
comedy so far that it snaps. Again 
he casts McCrea, this time in a 
strong portrayal of a millionaire 
movie director whose decision to 
find out what “real life” is like 
lands him on a brutal Southern 
chain gang. Veronica Lake adds 
sarcasm and glamour to the pro¬ 
ceedings, but what’s most impres¬ 
sive are the gritty scenes of im¬ 
prisonment and class-based bru¬ 
tality. The laughs come hard and 
heavy in the first 20 minutes; the 
rest is a wrenching film noir. 

Moving into later — and 
lighter — comic territory with the 
second bill (Saturday, August 22) 
are two Doris Day/Rock Hudson 
vehicles. Doris ’n’ Rock were as 
much a comedy institution in the 
1960s as Hope and Crosby in the 
1940s, and about as credible a 
couple (perhaps less so, judging 
from the lurid clips in Mark Rap- 
paport’s recent documentary 
Lavender Screen). Ross Hunter 
teamed them first in 1959’s Pillow 
Talk, and the film has all the ele¬ 
ments typical of Hunter’s slick,

middlebrow style — fancy decor, 
brassy colors, and a witty script 
that takes an attitude toward sex 
that’s somehow both refreshingly 
modern and snickering. Films like 
this and the other one on the bill, 
Lover Come Back (1961), can’t 
help but be viewed in light of 
what we know about Hudson, and 
attentive viewers will be rewarded 
with little frissons like Hudson’s 
insinuations in Pillow Talk that a 
romantic rival is gay. 

If Doris and Rock’s clever 
comedies were also conventional, 
the Marx Brothers films were the 
opposite — unconventional to the 
point of insanity. Their best film, 
Duck Soup (1933), plays with 
Monkey Business, made two years 
earlier (Sunday, August 23). In 
Duck Soup, Groucho plays Rufus 
T. Firefly, who becomes dictator of 
Freedonia when the lovelorn, 
much-abused Mrs. Teasdale 
(Margaret Dumont) agrees to 
bankroll him. The brothers spend 
their time alternately praising, in¬ 
sulting, beguiling, and attacking 
everyone who crosses their path, 
and their antics eventually lead 
Freedonia into a war that the film 
captures using purposely ridicu¬ 
lous stock footage and tacky battle 
recreations. Monkey Business, 
based on a play by S. J. Perelman, 
is most famous for a wild se¬ 
quence in a packed-to-the-rafters 
ocean-liner stateroom. 

Sex pioneer 

Mae West’s clever, innovative 
self-love fests I’m No Angel and 
She Done Him Wrong (both 1933) 
are discussed elsewhere in this 
issue (Monday, August 24). Suffice 
it to say that with numbers like 
“Sister Honky Tonk” and lines like 
“It’s not the men in your life that 
counts, it’s the life in your men,” 
it’s no surprise that this unapolo- 
getic pioneer of sex and style was 
constantly in trouble with the 
censors. 

Another ’30s diva, Marlene Di¬ 
etrich, enlivens a generic hybrid, 
the satirical comedy-musical- 
western and James Stewart vehi¬ 
cle Destry Rides Again (1939). The 
idea of taking this stylized star 
from the veils, nets, and mist of 
the von Sternberg epics to a dusty 
barroom in the Old West sounds 
at first like a bad joke, but Diet- 
rich is witty, trashy, and surpris¬ 
ingly physical as saloon wench 
Frenchy. When she isn’t brawling 
with Una Merkel, she’s charming 
the grizzled cowpokes with “See 
What the Boys in the Back Room 
Will Have.” Rounding out this bill 
(Tuesday, August 25) is Harvey 
(1950), still an intermittently 


amusing ensemble piece with fine 
performances by James Stewart 
and an Academy Award-winning 
Josephine Hull as his slightly de¬ 
mented sister. 

In a genre crowded with win¬ 
ners, Gregory La Cava’s My Man 
Godfrey (1936) might just be the 
best screwball comedy ever. La 
Cava, who also directed Stage 
Door, was a unique talent. A close 
friend of W.C. Fields (who called 
him “the best comic mind in Hol¬ 
lywood”), he was the only major 
director of the 1930s contractual¬ 
ly permitted to work without an 
advance script, creating a loose at¬ 
mosphere on the set that yielded 
a fresh, spontaneous quality 
which predates (and to this view¬ 
er surpasses) the films of Robert 
Altman. This strategy works to 
marvelous effect in My Man God¬ 
frey, where William Powell plays a 
“forgotten man” rescued from the 
city dump by a well-meaning but 
addled rich girl (Carole Lombard) 
to work as the family butler. La 
Cava brilliantly nails a variety of 
targets — the welfare state, 
starstruck romance, the frivolous¬ 
ness of the “plutocrats,” aging ma¬ 
trons and their simpering male 
proteges — without depriving his 
characters of their humanity. Mis- 
cha Auer’s gluttonous, curtain¬ 
climbing artiste; Gail Patrick’s 
dishy, spoiled sister; and Franklin 
Pangborn’s gloriously queeny 
auctioneer add wonderful comic 
spice, but most of the show be¬ 
longs to a dazzling Lombard and 
Powell (Wednesday, August 26). 

La Cava’s pal and drinking 
partner W.C. Fields closes the se¬ 
ries (as he no doubt did many a 
bar) with The Bank Dick and My 
Little Chickadee (both 1940) 
(Thursday, August 27). He has to 
share the latter film with Mae 
West, making it a bit reminiscent 
of Godzilla vs. Megalon, but The 
Bank Dick is a true Fields-fest. 
Here, as Egbert Souse, he’s at the 
mercy of a trio of abusive female 
relatives and an evil queen banker 
(the ubiquitous Franklin Pang- 
born), but manages to survive 
through his familiar arsenal of 
card tricks, dizzying wordplay, in¬ 
explicable egotism, and a hefty 
amount of drink. The Bank Dick, 
besides being enormously funny 
in its own right, is also a tonic for 
the endless awful “comedies” that 
pour out of Hollywood today; 
like the rest of this worthy pro¬ 
gram, it’s “universal” in the best 
sense.T

claims to the contrary, she didn’t 
“discover” Grant, but appearing 
with her gave his career a consid¬ 
erable boost. [Both movies play the 
Castro Theatre on Monday, August 
24, as part of its “Universal Laugh¬ 
ter” series.] 

But the Hays Office, a recently 
formed censorship group that was 
part of 1934’s Production Code, 
had taken notice. Although the 
censors conceived the Code be¬ 
fore West’s stardom, she became 
their most famous target and, 
eventually, most celebrated vic¬ 
tim. However, she continued fill¬ 
ing Paramount’s coffers with ve¬ 
hicles like Belle of the Nineties 
(1934) and Goin’ to Town (1935). 
In the latter, she sings Delilah’s 
aria, “Mon couer s’ouvre a ta 
voix” from SaintSaens’ Samson 


appointing pairing with W.C. 
Fields. [It plays the Castro on 
Thursday, August 27.] 

She made the poor The Heat’s 
On (1943) before touring in huge¬ 
ly successful stage revivals of Lil 
and Catherine. In 1950 she reject¬ 
ed Billy Wilder’s offer of Norma 
Desmond in Sunset Boulevard, 
saying no one would believe her 
as a has-been. Proof of her asser¬ 
tion was her wildly popular night¬ 
club act, with Mae surrounded by 
panting musclemen. She made a 
sensational appearance on the 
1958 Oscar telecast, singing “Baby 
It’s Cold Outside” with Rock 
Hudson, who could not control 
his enjoyment from sharing the 
stage with the 66-year-old femme 
fatale. Around that time she 
guested on Red Skelton’s TV show 
and wrote her autobiography, 
Goodness Had Nothing To Do With 
It. (The title came from her first 
screen line, a response to a hat-

and Delilah, a rendition that is 
memorable for many reasons. 

She was now the highest paid 
woman in America, earning 
$300,000 per film, including 
$100,000 per screenplay. (She 
turned down MGM’s offer to 
write stories for Jean Harlow.) 
Still, censorship difficulties 
loomed, plaguing Klondike Annie 
(1936). Set in San Francisco’s Chi¬ 
natown, Mae’s first scene has her 
singing “I’m an Occidental 
Woman in an Oriental Mood for 
Love.” Her Chinese lover (then a 
daring interracial relationship) 
calls her his “Pearl beyond price.” 
Mae, eager to leave, replies, “Well, 
this pearl’s about to be unstrung.” 
Unjustly accused of murder, she 
flees to Alaska disguised as a Sal¬ 
vation Army worker. Hays Office 
interference spoils much of the 
film but couldn’t control Mae’s 
way with a line, even when she 
speaks Chinese to her maid. 

Legendary pairing 

She did two more movies for 
Paramount, which, fearing the 
Hays Office, decided not to film 
her play, Catherine Was Great. In 
1940, Universal offered My Little 
Chickadee, her legendary but dis- 


check girl’s exclaiming, “Good¬ 
ness, what beautiful diamonds!”) 

She starred in an episode of 
television’s Mr. Ed (1964), looking 
taut, but as assured of her desir¬ 
ability as ever. In 1970, she unex¬ 
pectedly played agent Leticia Van 
Allen in the dreadful film version 
of Gore Vidal’s Myra Brecken- 
ridge. Her appearance created a 
sensation, eclipsing its nominal 
star, Raquel Welch, and gave her a 
new man to seduce, the young 
Tom Selleck. The movie, com¬ 
plained Vidal, “embalmed” West’s 
nightclub act, but she relished the 
attention her return to films cre¬ 
ated. 

Amazingly, in 1978, Mae, now 
86, filmed Sextette, based on a play 
by Frances Hope that she had 
adapted in 1961. Leading men in¬ 
cluded her first co-star, George 
Raft, along with Tony Curtis, Wal¬ 
ter Pidgeon, George Hamilton, 
Ringo Starr, and Timothy Dalton. 
This hallucinatory camp classic 
has Mae postponing her sixth 
honeymoon (with new husband 
Dalton) to save the world from 
nuclear disaster by sleeping with 
former amour Curtis. In it, she re¬ 
cycled many of her old lines (“Is 
that a gun in your pocket or are 
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W.C. Fields and Mae West in My Little Chickadee 



you just glad to see me?” she asks 
Hamilton.) 

Sextette would be her last work 
of any kind, and despite her un¬ 
aware self-parody, West could not 
diminish her legend or her im¬ 
portance in movies. She was not 
the first vamp, but she was the 
first to size men up in terms of 


virility. (She looked at them the 
way Gable looked at women.) She 
kidded sex while making it natur¬ 
al, enjoyable, an end in itself — a 
revolutionary concept for a 
woman. She had the flamboyance 
of a good drag queen and relished 
it. Men suffered when she left 
them, but later felt lucky to have 


loved her at all. Liberated before 
the term was invented, Mae never 
paid for her “wickedness,” which 
was what most angered the cen¬ 
sors. Indeed, her movies always 
ended with her being well-loved 
and wealthy. Or, as she put it, 
“There are no withholding taxes 
on the wages of sin.” ▼

ounging around her Jamaica 
hotel suite, Stella, a bored, 
ili:g upper-middle-class di¬ 
vorcee, ponders her possible fu¬ 
ture with Winston, a hot young 
Jamaican stud half her age. While 
her best friend Delilah reclines 
nearby, Stella asks, “What would I 
do with a 20-year-old kid?” 

“Fuck him!” Delilah replies 
without missing a beat. 

Inquiring minds seeking to 
learn How Stella Got Her Groove 
Back have their answer. 

Angela Bassett and Whoopi 
Goldberg bring considerable 
charisma and talent to this trifle, 
but their portrayals of Stella and 
Delilah are not enough to lift au¬ 
thor Terry McMillan’s two-hour 
romantic fantasy from its sudsy 
superficiality. Basset’s Stella is a 
high-powered San Francisco 
stockbroker who has no time for 
any life beyond her work and the 
care of her young son, Quincy. 
Delilah (Goldberg) insists that 
Stella join her in Jamaica for a 
quick vacation, and their trip re¬ 
sults in a chance encounter with 
Winston (Taye Diggs). Stella and 
Winston’s unexpected Jamaican 
romance eventually brings them 
both back to the United States for 
predictable encounters with Stel¬ 
la’s friends and family. 

Director Kevin Rodney Sulli¬ 
van and cinematographer Jeffrey 
Jur conspire to create the most 
pristine, ideal universe imaginable 
— both in Jamaica and the Unit¬ 
ed States. In this respect, and 
many others, Stella recalls the 
mindless romantic comedies that 
Hollywood churned out in large 
numbers in the early ’60s, usually 


point in history that Hollywood is 
finally discovering the black mid¬ 
dle-class and providing them with 
a product. These studio pictures 
have a few token whites sprinkled 
around the background for

starring Doris Day with perfect 
clothes, perfect hair, and perfect 
makeup. Casting black actors en¬ 
livens the proceedings somewhat, 
but not enough to hold the atten¬ 
tion of anyone outside the target 
audience for this film: black fe¬ 
males between the ages of 15 and 
50. Will Stella marry Winston, or 
will their romance have a bitter¬ 
sweet ending with soft lighting 
and “you’ll-always-be-in-my- 
heart” testimonials? This is the 
only question audience members 
may ponder. 

The most impressive part of 
this film is the debut of handsome 
Taye Diggs as Winston, a physical¬ 
ly perfect specimen who could 
turn the head of anyone, male or 
female. Diggs does a creditable job 
of portraying the young suitor, 
both in and out of clothes, and it’s 
likely that his ebony skin and per¬ 
fect white teeth will become in¬ 
creasingly familiar to filmgoers. 


But when Whoopi Goldberg exits 
the proceedings in the middle of 
the film, Stella grinds almost to a 
standstill. Angela Bassett, whose 
face is beginning to bear an un¬ 
comfortable resemblance to a 
Ninja warrior, cannot be held re¬ 
sponsible for her failure to enliven 
the proceedings. Before Winston, 
Stella was stressed out and unful¬ 
filled. After Winston, she is alter- 
natingly bitchy, petulant, moody, 
and depressed — and her person¬ 
al grooming goes into retrograde. 
Just what kind of groove is that? 
Terry McMillan, building on the 
success of Waiting to Exhale, so¬ 
lidifies her niche market with this 
second novel and screenplay. But 
despite its bonhomie, will McMil¬ 
lan’s faux political correctness 
play to the masses any better than 
Spike Lee’s? 

Local non-color 

It is interesting to note at this 


non-color, frequently in sub¬ 
servient roles (like Stella’s hired 
chauffeur). This reversal of cine¬ 
matic fortune is a wonderfully 
ironic footnote to an otherwise 
puzzling phenomenon: Why 
would a black audience find this 
sort of pabulum worth patroniz¬ 
ing? With an African-American 
culture rich in history and com¬ 
plex in structure, what is the value 
of films that are basically a race 
and gender variant of formulaic 
white comedies like That Touch of 
Mink or Pretty Woman? I suppose 
if mindless escapism were a deter¬ 
rent to popular success, The Cosby 
Show would have ended after one 
season. Those who regularly 
watched black America’s eminence 
grise for nine consecutive years 
will undoubtedly find How Stella 
Got Her Groove Back delightful. T

ecause of the band’s very 
visual front-man, Pat 
Briggs, Psychotica received 
a lot of media attention when 
they first burst onto the queer 
music scene. I never heard their 
debut disc, but I have to say that I 
didn’t expect their latest album 
Espina (Zero Hour) to be both as 
accessible and as enjoyable as it is. 
First of all, I was quite surprised 
by the dance influence on songs 
such as “Ding Dong Dead.” Not 
that I expect Psychotica to be¬ 
come darlings of the circuit party 
scene. It’s just that it was some¬ 
thing of an eye-opener to find 
that a band as glam as Psychotica 
had a genuine dance sensibility. 
That’s not to say they can’t rock 
out with the best of them. Just lis¬ 
ten to “Bleeding,” “Too Late,” and 
“February 14th 1979,” and you 
can hear their heavy metal heart 
beating. There are also unexpect¬ 
ed treats, such as the instrumental 
“Psychopharmacologist,” which 
was “adapted from a 14th century 


bagpipe piece,” and their over- 
the-top, yet loving cover of 
Jimmy Webb’s “MacArthur Park,” 
had me all but forgetting Donna 
Summer’s version. 

Also somewhat dependent on 
the visual aspects of their lead 
singer (Dean Johnson, formerly of 
Dean and The Weenies, who is 
well over six feet tall, has a shaved 
head, and dresses in drag), The 
Velvet Mafia has just released their 
long-awaited debut disc We Know 
Where You Live (Trip). The Velvet 
Mafia’s lyrics are more openly gay 
and have terrific camp sensibility. 
For example, “Mona Lisa,” with 
the repeated chorus “Mona Lisa is 
a drag queen,” should give you a 
sense of what The Velvet Mafia 
does. With a pop-punk sound a la 
Pansy Division, The Velvet Mafia 
manage to keep things fairly light 
and slightly sexy on songs such as 
“Deli Boy,” “The Jersey Gigolo,” 
“Rock God,” and “You Got It 
(Goin’ On).” However, The Velvet 
Mafia are at their finest when per¬ 
forming their theme song, with a 
chorus that goes, “So pardon me 
while I go steppin’/ out to Fire Is¬ 


land with David Geffen/ outa my 
way cause I’m goin’ pallin’/ 
around the Riviera with Sandy 
Gallin/ here I go and I’m feelin’ 
fine/ strollin’ Madison Avenue 
with Calvin Klein.” Is Dean John¬ 
son the queercore Sondheim? 
You be the judge. 

Absurd Pop Song Romance 
(Lookout) is Pansy Division’s first 
studio album of new material 
since the amazing Wish I’d Taken 
Pictures. The evolution begun by 
the band on that album continues 
on Absurd Pop Song Romance. 

It’s unclear how much of this 
is the band’s continued matura¬ 
tion as songwriters and perform¬ 
ers, and how much is the input of 
a well-respected (albeit not that 
well-liked) producer such as Steve 
Albini. There were conflicting re¬ 
ports about what went on during 
the recording of Nirvana’s In 
Utero (which Albini also pro¬ 
duced), but Albini’s reputation 
has long preceded him. 

In any event, Pansy Division’s 
trademark pop-py queercore songs 
sound great on Absurd Pop Song 
Romance. Could this album be the 
commercial breakthrough that Jon 
Ginoli, Chris Freeman, and the 
other members of Pansy Division 
have been waiting for? All the indi¬ 
cators seem to point towards yes. 
Unfortunately, you’ll have to wait 
until September, since that’s the of¬ 
ficial release date of the album. 

In the meantime, allow me to 
assure you that the Pansy Division 
sound is fleshed out and aug¬ 


mented on tracks such as “Febru¬ 
ary 17,” “Sweet Insecurity,” “I’ll 
Never Be The Same,” “Better Off 
Just Friends,” “You’re Gonna Need 
Your Friends,” “Used To Turn Me 
On,” and “Vicious Beauty.” And 
then there are songs such as “Luv 
Luv Luv,” “Glenview” (which has 
strings), and “Tinted Windows” 


that will forever change every¬ 
thing you thought you knew 
about Pansy Division. T

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Truth or consequences

Jj H hen we lived abroad, we 
queried why everyone va¬ 
il cationed in August. Italy 
virtually closes its borders, Israelis 
flee to Scandinavia, Scandinavians 
go to the Dead Sea, the English go 
anywhere but France, and so on. 
The reason now appears obvious 
— everyone is searching for de¬ 
cent TV (and other oxymorons). 

The second wave — actually 
more of a rip tide — of off-season 
replacement shows washed in this 
week in advance of the fall tsuna¬ 
mi. We recommend two new 
items. Maximum Bob fills in for 
NYPD Blue, on summer hiatus. A 
slick move by ABC, since the 
show’s star, Beau Bridges, is a 
good cross between the current 
sex symbols on Blue — Dennis 
Franz (for those who like their 
men in ill-fitting short-sleeved 
shirts) and Rick Schroeder (for 
those who like their men bim- 
bette-ish). Thus the shock of 
Jimmy Smits’ departure may be 
lessened. Or who knows, perhaps 
the show will finally give its token 
black actor, James McDaniel, a 
storyline. But we digress. Again. 

Maximum Bob — like olives, 
anchovies, and felching — is an 
acquired taste. For those who en¬ 
joyed the brief but brilliant run of 
American Gothic and those still 
wistful for Twin Peaks, this show 
is for you. Penned by Elmore 
Leonard, he of Glitz, grit and 
guns, Bob is set in Florida, has a 


cracker-jack cast and many outre 
bits to leave the serious viewer 
with that Gothic frisson. Bridges 
plays the title character, a judge in 
true Death-Belt mode. He’s mar¬ 
ried to a clairvoyant who speaks 
through a young black slave girl. 
The debut featured an underwa¬ 
ter banana trick, an alligator, a 
family of huge in-bred 
swamp folks with Buddy 
Holly glasses, and a 
surprising, positive, 
and very odd gay sto¬ 
ryline. 

Irony, dark 
humor, and great vi¬ 
sual bits all add up to 
the TV equiva¬ 
lent of beach 

reading. Bob _ 

may not hold 

up against the fall line-up, but it 
sure beats anything else on the 
tube now. 

NBC’s animated offering, 
Stressed Eric, also deserves a peek. 
Set in London (a British produc¬ 
tion, the title character’s been 
made American to appeal to 
dullards Stateside), it’s a standard 
Brit-com with great animation. 
Eric’s a harried single father of 
two (Claire, who has very bad 
food allergies, and Brian, a 
ten-year-old who doesn’t actually 
speak, but likes to put things in 
his mouth) with a drunken slat¬ 
tern of a nanny, a self-absorbed 
New-Age ex-wife, a hideous job, 
and a truly repulsive family of 
perfect people next door. Amus¬ 
ing, visually appealing, lots of car- 
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toony slapstick, and veddy, veddy 
English. Not sure if the Yanks will 
get this show, but we liked it. 

Heavy with liberals 

We also liked the near 
free-for-all on Politically Incorrect 
the other night. The guest line-up 
frequently seems more a set-up, 
and this was no exception. This 
show was heavy with lib¬ 
erals, however, as op¬ 
posed to the usual 
neo-conservative 
dead weight. Host Bill 
Maher was joined by 
ever-queer-friendly 
comedienne Rita Rud- 
ner, grunge ac¬ 
tress Lori 

_ Petty, 

liver-trans- 

plantee and rock star David Cros¬ 
by, and conservative icon Bob 
Knight. 

For those queers just waking 
from a coma, Knight is to the 
ex-gay movement what L. Ron 
Hubbard is to Scientology. His 
Dyanetics dream turns pansies 
into Promisekeepers. Knight is 
progenitor of the new ad cam¬ 
paign “you-too-can-be-straight-if 
you-just-choose-Jesus.” Or what 
the Religious Right calls “truth 
with love.” 

Maher announced right off 
that since there were no queers 
(“that I know of”) among the 
guests, “I’ll be the gay person” (a 
role we hear he’s familiar with). 
Staunch neo-con Maher asked 
Knight how he could claim to 
turn gays straight and “Shouldn’t 
conservatives be the least interest¬ 
ed in other people’s sex lives?” 

Knight launched on his “truth 
with love” platform, which, not 
surprisingly, has very little of ei¬ 


ther commodity. Rudner 
quipped, “But if you turn them 
straight, will they still like Broad¬ 
way shows?” However, Crosby in¬ 
advertently issued the first salvo 
when he asked, “If you can turn 
gays straight, can you turn the 
President gay and save the coun¬ 
try?” 

The audience roared, but 
Knight, who like all self-respect¬ 
ing religious rightists has no sense 
of humor, rejoined, “We wouldn’t 
want to see Barney Frank run the 
White House.” 

It got mean after that. 

Crosby remains an old-time 
Sixties-style politico at heart — he 
took Knight on with a vengeance. 
Petty, Rudner and Maher added 
their own bon mots. Notable ex¬ 
changes included Knight raging 
about AIDS and the threat the 
“gay lifestyle” poses. When Cros¬ 
by noted that the majority of peo¬ 
ple with AIDS in the world were 
straight, Knight said “only in 
Africa,” and added that AIDS was 
a result of “practices of the gay 
lifestyle,” including “anal sex, 
which most straight people don’t 
do.” Petty, sitting next to Knight, 
turned in her chair and said, 
“Who says?” 

When Rudner asked it there 
was a list of do’s and don’ts she 
could follow (“I think I’m doing a 
lot of things I shouldn’t do”), 
Knight suggested she read the 
Bible. “Jesus set the standard,” he 
intoned. Petty responded, “Yeah 
but he hung out with 12 guys,” 
and Crosby added, “Do you know 
he [Jesus] wasn’t gay?” 

For a moment, there was that 
kind of stillness that precedes 
something awful; Knight looked 
as if he might slug Crosby. In¬ 
stead, he warned Crosby to be

BS television’s In the Life se- 
" ries often suffers from a 
m level of over-earnest 
“we’re-gay-but-we’re-just-like-ev 
erybody-else”-ness that those not 
new to queer life can find a bit te¬ 
dious. Nevertheless, the show’s 
heart is in the right place; that no 
one can dispute. The latest 
episode, “Lights, Camera, Ac¬ 
tivism” presents the show at its 
absolute best, exciting for the 
Queer 101 set, as well as enticing 
for jaded queers like this review¬ 
er. A definite VCR alert, particu¬ 
larly for the two shorts shown in 


excellent graphically. 

Beautiful, lush, and sexy all 
describe the winner, a black-and- 
white film called Love and Dinner 
by black Washington, D.C. film¬ 
maker Sean Simmons. Simmons 
adapted a poem by Lewellyn 
Berry, making it into a tale of two 
women anticipating and enjoying 
love — and dinner. Narrated by 
D.C. poet Toni Assante Lightfoot, 
this film exemplifies how good 
black-and-white filmmaking with 
terrific lighting often supersedes 
color for depth and power; the 
film is gorgeous. The black 
women lovers are curvy and 
comely; the film really evokes 
love, desire, and appetite.

their entirety at episode’s end. 

“Lights, Camera, Activism” is 
the third annual show on gay and 
lesbian films from around the 
globe. Focusing on how queer life 
is being addressed in film and 
video, the entire episode decon¬ 
structs changes in the depiction 
of queer life on the big screen in 
the U.S. and around the world. 
The opening segment explores 
the role of film festivals in pro¬ 
moting lesbian and gay films, 
and spotlights the world’s largest 
and oldest gay and lesbian film 
festival, San Francisco’s. Com¬ 
mentary from well-known locals 
like film archivist and former SF 
film fest coordinator Jenni 
Olson, and film critic B. Ruby 
Rich, as well as from various 
folks standing in line at the Cas¬ 
tro on opening night, all delin¬ 
eate the impact of the festival 
over the years and how the festi¬ 
val has made the gay and lesbian 
film a genre in and of itself. The 
controversial inclusion of more 
mainstream films at the festival 
gets some exploration. This seg¬ 
ment also spotlights the younger 
and more experimentally orient¬ 
ed New York Gay and Lesbian 
Film Festival. 

The episode also presents the 
winner and first runner-up in the 
third annual In the Life short film 
and video contest, two films you 
don’t want to miss. Runner-up 
Good Night I Love You is a terrific 
little animated documentary by 
San Francisco filmmaker Gordon 
Thomas. Thomas uses clayma- 
tion, computer animation, and 
other techniques in his tale of a 
relationship between himself and 
his new lover. Good Night is 
poignant, arch, funny, and really 


These two pieces are so good 
it makes one want to see what else 
was submitted for the In the Life 
contest. 

International queers 

The other segments present 
documentaries, international 
film, and a profile of Academy 
Award-winning lesbian docu- 
mentarian Debra Chasnoff. The 
segment on Chasnoff is very in¬ 
teresting and will make folks 
want to see her film It's Elemen¬ 
tary, about teaching queer issues 
in grade schools. 

The episode’s weakest segment 
is on international film, too short 
and encapsulated to really give 
one a sense of what’s being done 
in places where addressing gay 
and lesbian themes in film is re¬ 
ally a dangerous act. It includes a 
short interview with 
Indian/Canadian filmmaker 
Deepa Mehta, whose extraordi¬ 
narily beautiful film Fire (rent it 
today) has been banned in India 
because of its depiction of les¬ 
bianism. Dorothy Thigpen, exec¬ 
utive director of Third World 
Newsreel, explains how few 
queer-themed films come in from 
Third World countries. The seg¬ 
ment frustrates by merely touch¬ 
ing on a subject that deserves at 
least an hour in itself, but will still 
whet appetites. 

Moving and provocative, the 
documentary segment concen¬ 
trates on several documentarians 
and their approaches to issues in 
our community. These include 
Beauty Before Age, about gay men 
and youth worship (recognize 
yourself on the Castro, boys?). 
This uncompromising look at age 
apartheid among gay men both 


vides an interesting counterpoint 
to the previous film. 

The episode airs August 26 — 
nicely appropriate, as it is the 
78th anniversary of the ratifica¬ 
tion of the 19th Amendment to 
the Constitution, which granted 
women the right to vote. (11 
p.m., Channel 9.)

Clueless mystery

' / he news that Seal Press was 

% dropping its fiction line 
was devastating to all of us 
who love good fiction, but it 
never occurred to me that one 
result might be that one of Seal’s 
best mystery writers would move 
to another press and turn out so 
disappointing a novel. Alas, Ellen 
Hart’s newest Jane Lawless mys¬ 
tery, Wicked Games, is an unwor¬ 
thy successor to a noble line. The 
plot strains credulity, the charac¬ 
ters are cardboard, the mystery is 
absolutely unbelievable. 

Jane has rented her third-floor 
apartment to a man she’s never 
met, without checking his refer¬ 
ences, and she lets him move in 
without signing a lease. Right. 
That happens all the time. The 
new tenant, who claims psychic 
skills when he tells the police 
about murder, just happens to be 
the brother of a new acquain¬ 
tance of Jane’s, who just happens 
to live on the same block. The 


family, siblings plus parents, have 
had more than a few murders in 
their past, murders that appear to 
be suicides. After neighbor and 
tenant report that they are being 
followed by a mysterious 
stranger, said stranger presents 
himself to Jane, announces he is a 
(very inept) private detective, 
and asks her to spy on the family. 
Now I get cranky when an ama¬ 
teur sleuth has no believable rea¬ 
son to be detecting, but this is the 
most ridiculous ploy I’ve ever 
read. It gets worse, though, when 
Jane gets a letter from said detec¬ 
tive, telling her he has lots of im¬ 
portant information, which he 
does not share, even as he urges 
Jane to take everything she 
knows to the police if he should 
end up dead. Of course, the only 
reason for the detective to hold 
back the information is that Ellen 
Hart couldn’t figure out a way to 
maintain suspense if Jane knew 
too much, too soon. She needn’t 
have worried, however, because 
suspense it not a component of 
this novel. 

Hart adds relationship angst 
of various kinds, none of which 
are resolved, or at all interesting. 


Jane’s own lover is causing her all 
kinds of anguish, a plotlet that is 
unresolved at book’s end, but is 
clearly being held for the sequel. 
Cordelia, Jane’s regular sidekick 
and best friend, is both annoying 
and unbelievable. Wicked Games 
reads like the draft before the 
first one when getting everything 
down on paper is all that matters, 
not making sense of the plots 
that are possible at this early 
stage. If you are one of those peo¬ 
ple who rushes to buy the latest 
Jane Lawless mystery, as I once 
was, put your credit card away. 
Wicked Games disappoints on 
every level. T

“Everybody 
thought he was crazy, but because 
of him, some of us can still read!” 
She promptly pulled a pair of 
wire-frame eyeglasses from the 
pocket of her jeans, unfolded 
some papers, and read a few pages

of her poetry. Patti Smith has been 
putting poetry in rock long before 
there was anything called “spoken 
word.” Then, in front of a 4-man 
band, she launched into a spirited 
cover of the Stones’ “Paint It 
Black.” 

During her long set, she 
brought us back to her landmark 
albums Easter, Horses, Wave, and 
Radio Free Ethiopia, as well as a 
totally committed version of Neil 
Young’s “Rockin’ in the Free 
World.” Patti is ever the real 
thing. In asides to the audience 
she declared her fervid support 
for medicinal marijuana, while 
warning us of the evils of crack 
(“You lose your mind, and your 
heart.”) She dedicated a song to 
“Robert” (Mapplethorpe), and 
invoked her late husband before 
putting across her power anthem, 
“People Have the Power.” In a 
dispiriting era of corporatocracy 
and greedy capitalism which 
places profits before people, it’s 
easy to feel disempowered. Patti 
Smith is the antidote, and that’s 
not trivial. ▼

Fallen from Grace by Pat Welch;

- at Welch’s latest Helen Black 
|pr mystery, the sixth in the 
II line, turns on questions of 
the closet, and not just the big 
one, but closets of buried feelings, 
hidden emotions, of fear and mis¬ 
trust. Fold into those layers a 
grossly immoral international 
sportswear company, and a CEO 
who thinks that laws are made for 
the little people, and the situation 
is ripe for some serious detecting. 

Helen Black, dyke dick extra¬ 
ordinary, is in serious trouble. Her 
payables outnumber her receiv¬ 
ables, she has way too much time 
on her hands, and her lover ex¬ 
pects her to open up and express 
her feelings. Into the mix comes 
Tina Merrick, a woman whose 
drinking problem was not im¬ 
proved when her daughter, Leslie, 
took a header out of an 
eighth-story window. Tina does¬ 
n’t want much — just proof that 
her daughter did not commit sui¬ 
cide — but is she interested in 
peace of mind or a healthy insur¬ 
ance settlement? Helen wishes she 
could care about motive, but the 
fact that Tina has a big checkbook 
means a great deal to Helen’s 
empty wallet. The police have 
called the death a suicide after a 
slipshod investigation and won’t 
consider reopening the case, so 
Helen figures she can do a little

An Arrow's Flight by Mark 
Merlis; St. Martin's Press, 

$24.95 

H t’s tough to be young. Unlike 
older people who have half 
ll their lives behind them, twen¬ 
ty-somethings bear the full weight 
of their future on their shoulders. 
In Mark Merlis’ novel, An Arrow's 
Flight, youngsters want to get a 
life, but haven’t a clue how to do 
it. Leucon, an office drudge, plugs 


on, sure that something will hap¬ 
pen eventually even as the clock 
keeps ticking. “He had alighted in 
the city, found his dead-end job 
and his cheap apartment, found 
his way to the bars. Life was sup¬ 
posed to start now.” 

While Leucon tries to play by 
the rules, his roommate Pyrrhus is 
a hard-core slacker with an allergy 
to careers. Son to the mythic gen¬ 
eral, Achilles, Pyrrhus has already 
fled princedom in his homeland, 
only to find himself stuck in a rut 
of a different kind. Short of funds, 
he sells his semidivine body as a 
hustler and ends up dancing as a 
go-go boy in a bar. This may not 
be destiny, but it’s a one-way tick¬ 
et to a place he doesn’t want to go. 


When a stranger arrives with big 
plans for his future, Pyrrhus is in¬ 
clined to listen. 

It seems that an oracle has de¬ 
clared that he will take over his fa¬ 
ther’s army and lead the Greeks to 
victory over Troy. While this is 
great news for the Greeks, Pyrrhus 
has his doubts. Just because he’s a 
whiz at S/M doesn’t mean he’s 
ready for war. Only when a 
tempter promises (with pointed 
reference to the go-go bar), “Your 
history need not dictate your fu¬ 
ture,” does he make up his mind. 
“I’m ready to be somebody else,” 


he decides. 

As his name indicates, Pyrrhus 
flounders toward destiny in an al¬ 
ternate world where the pre-AIDS 
seventies meets Homeric Greece. 
Draft-dodging Achilles watches 
football on TV. Odysseus longs to 
get back to his law practice. And 
on the home front, a man begs 
Aphrodite for erotic abandon and 
is rewarded with a sniff of pop¬ 
pers. Epic values are much in¬ 
voked, but the gods and famous 
heroes are more like the celebri¬ 
ties people read about in newspa¬ 
pers, glamorous but incidental to 
the grind of everyday life: finding 
a roommate, getting laid, fending 
off complaints when the copier 
breaks down. 


Mythic appeal 

The Greek backdrop brings 
with it overtones of a more gay¬ 
positive society than the world we 
inhabit today. This scenario may 
not be historically accurate — and 
Merlis presents the straight 
Greeks as homophobic — but it’s 
part of the myth, and part of the 
book’s appeal. Merlis knows the 
queer sensibility down to its hid¬ 
den roots and speaks with the im¬ 
personal yet intimate knowing¬ 
ness of a gay oracle. He doesn’t 
just write a novel with gay charac¬ 
ters. He seems to speak from the 


heart of the gay experience, in a 
novel which could never have 
been written by straights. 

An Arrow's Flight, while not 
explicit, casts an erotic spell which 
makes every man seem appealing 
while it’s being read. And Merlis 
has a wicked sense of humor 
which glories in repartee and the 
droll retelling of Greek myths. 
Readers won’t have to know their 
classics to find these funny. He ex¬ 
tracts the kernel which has kept 
them alive for three thousand 


years. 

In some ways, the 
author probably 
identifies with his 
hero. Like Pyrrhus, 
who chafes at un¬ 
wanted advice, Mark 
Merlis has fretted 
under burdensome 
expectations. Four 
years ago, he arrived 
on the scene with 
American Studies, 
one of the finest 
novels of the 
decade. It startled 
the critics, won 
several awards, 
and put Merlis in 
an awkward posi¬ 
tion. What would 
he do for an en¬ 
core? 

The need to 
match that earlier success proba¬ 
bly rubbed raw — he speaks of 
“the second-novel blues” — and 
he has responded with a work dif¬ 
ferent in almost every way from 
its predecessor. American Studies 
dealt exclusively with older men. 
An Arrow’s Flight focuses on the 
young. American Studies was a 
traditional realistic novel. Flight 
not only takes place in a fantasy 
world, but is highly narrative: a 
succession of stories knit by deft 
plotting into a roller coaster of 
sudden shifts and action. 

For all of their humor, both 
novels explore the darker sides of 
gay life, the fears and fantasies 
rarely recognized because no 
previous artist has held them up 
to view. Merlis is a ruthless 


prober, a surgeon who can pal¬ 
pate organs we didn’t know we 
had. Fantasies of eternal boy¬ 
hood, nostalgia for unattainable 
beauty, internalized homopho¬ 
bia — these are secret places he 
cuts to so swiftly that the reader 
scarcely realizes he’s been skew¬ 
ered. But the glimpse is shocking 
and difficult to forget. Merlis’ 
book is a mirror which discloses 
to us all, not just the young, who 
finally we really are. ▼

nosing around and collect a 
healthy fee. If she’s working, she 
can’t possibly have time to share 
her feelings, right?

Welch creates some extraordi¬ 
nary characters, minor and major, 
and their coming to the truths of 
their own lives enriches the plot. I 
especially enjoyed the issues 
around Helen’s first meeting with 
her new lover’s parents, a circum¬ 
stance with which I suspect most 
of us can relate. Fallen from Grace 
is a suspenseful novel filled with 
political intrigue, corporate greed, 
and homophobia disguised as 
friendship.

The Riot

R ock concerts for good causes are 
a tradition worldwide, but typi¬ 
cally the objectives have been 
rainforest protection, feeding the hun¬ 
gry and housing the homeless, and 
stopping AIDS. 

But for too many women in the Bay 
Area and around the globe, the issue that 
hits closest to home is domestic violence.

Hood by Emma Donoghue; 

Alyson, $11.95 

||« mma Donoghue is a writer 
of spell-binding skill, able to 
. $■ create a life in a sentence, a 
mood in a phrase, a feeling in a 
whisper. Her first novel, Stir-fry, 
captured the absurdity of coming 
out, falling in love, and apartment¬ 
hunting with whimsy and heart. 
With Kissing the Witch, she took 
classic fairy tales and gave them a 
decidedly feminist twist. Her sec¬ 
ond novel, Hood, was published in 
the United States by a mainstream 
press in 1996, and went out of print 
moments later. Fortunately, Alyson 
Publications has created a new line, 
Alyson Classics, which rescues wor¬ 
thy queer writing from the remain¬ 
der table, and rereleased Hood, a 
bone-wrenching novel of loss that 
just may change the way you think 
about life and death when you read 
it. I know it did just that for me. 

Pen O’ Grady is a Catholic ele¬ 
mentary school teacher, deeply 
closeted (the novel is set in Ire¬ 
land, and being out is not a possi¬ 
bility for Pen). She has been in 
love with Cara Wall since they 
were mates at the very school 
where Pen now teaches. Cara is an 
exotic free spirit, always dashing 
off to find herself or investigate 
some new political, spiritual or 
philosophical way of thinking. 
After 13 on and off years together, 
Pen and Cara now live together in 
a wing of Cara’s family home, a 
home they share with Cara’s fa¬ 
ther. Cara has been on a quest to 
the Greek Islands, and Pen eager¬ 
ly awaits her return. That is, until 
Cara is killed in a stupid accident, 
and Pen is left with a widowhood 
that no one in her circle recog¬ 
nizes. As far as her colleagues and 
her family are concerned, the 
death of a flatmate is more incon¬ 
venience than anything else — 
sad, but not devastating. The few 
lesbians she knows are so offend¬ 
ed by her closeted status that they 
have difficulty offering anything 
like sympathy. Pen is left to strug¬ 
gle through her loss, to rage, to 
wish the truth away. Worse than 
anything is the momentary for¬ 
getting of the loss, always followed 
by remembering. “Then I remem¬ 
bered, like a great hand closing 



around my throat. How many 
times would I have to remember 
and make myself believe it, before 
remembering once and for all?” 

Donoghue creates extraordi¬ 
narily rich characters who live vi¬ 
brantly on every page. She uses 
language with an artist’s skill, cre¬ 
ating moods and delineating char¬ 
acter with poetic precision. On her 
way to the principal’s office to beg 
days off for the funeral, Pen “re¬ 
moved the tiny black triangle from 
my lobe with shaky fingers. Not 
that the nuns would be contem¬ 
porary enough to interpret it, even 
if I forgot, but if you were going to 
live in a closet you might as well 
make it draught-proof.” 

Later, Pen remembers her strug¬ 
gles with Catholic theology, espe¬ 
cially the resurrection of the body 
— an impossibility, she was certain, 
until she “discovered the big O a 
few years later. Such rapture made 
me believe anything of the human 
body, even that it could rot away to 
nothing and then be revived in the 
playing-fields of heaven.” 
Donoghue can capture a character 
with incredible precision, as when 
Pen sees Cara’s father, “his face as 
private as a wardrobe.” 

Don’t think that Hood is unre¬ 
lenting sorrow, because it is not. 
As Pen remembers her life with 
Cara, we are given a chance to 
share the story of great passion 
and great friendship. There is 
much humor in this novel, much 
tenderness, much joy. Of course, 
the depth of those feelings makes 
the loss that much harder to bear, 
but I would not have missed 
meeting Pen and Cara. You’ll be 
glad to meet them, too. ▼
